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THE DUBLIN MURDERERS

EFFORTS TO TRACE THEIR MOVE- 
MENTS AFTER THE CRIME. 
A CAR-DRIVER ARRESTED ON SsUSPICION— 
THE ASSASSINS SAID TO HAVE RETURNED 
TO DUBLIN SATURDAY NIGHT—SEVERAL 
PERSONS UNDER ARREST—MR. GEORGE 
OTTO TREVELYAN TO SUCCEED LORD 
FREDERICK CAVENDISH. 
* Dupri, May 9.—It is stated that the 
Police are hopeful of capturing the assassins, 
They have received evidence which will enable 
them to identify them. ‘It is also said the car 
In which they escaped has been traced to 
Leixlip, 10 miles north-west of Dublin, where 
the men alighted to procure liquor. Charles 
Moore, who was arrested at Maynooth last 
evening, has been brought to Dublin. A 
crowd gathered at the station and hooted him 
on his arrival. He was taken before the Police 
court, but, as the Police offered no evidenee, 
and as his account of his movements was con- 
sidered satisfactory, he was discharged. Two 
men named Bailey and Arman were arrested 
while loitering in Phoenix Park. The former 
bad a dagger sheath in his possession. Both 


were subsequently discharged. The Police 
still think they have a clue. 

The car by which the murderers fied has 
been traced from Chapel-Izod back toward Dub- 
lin to Inchicore, and thence toward Naas. It 
is supposed that the assassins took the train at 
Celbridge, getting back to Dublin at 10 o’clock. 
The officers of the guard ship are dragging the 
Liffey for the weapons used by the assassins. 

An important arrest has been made at Tuam 
of a man who is believed to be the carman 
who drove the assassins, He cannot account 
for himself. He gives his name as Cloonan, 
The man closely resembles the description cir- 
culated by the Police. Orders have been issued 
to arrest all strangers and tramps who are 
unable to account for their movements during 
the last three days. 

Au Irishman from America has been ar- 
rested at Castle Bellingham. Two other pris- 
oners are under remand at Monaghan, 

Aman has been arrested at Tipperary, who 
first gave his name as Harris and subsequently 
as Pierce. He declared himself a native of 
London, and afterward refused to give anv 
other information. He was remanded for fur- 
ther examination. 

The following additional information with 
regard to the assassinations has come to light: 
Two bicycle-riders, fitters in the employment 
of a railway company, state that they 
passed the spot where the murders 
were committed. They saw the assas- 
Bins strike their victims, and heard 
Lord Frederick Cavendish cry out, “ Ah! 
you Villain,”’ to his assailant, who then stabbed 
nim again. Lord Frederick fell over against 
the bicycle of one of the fitters, who was going 
to his assistance; but the murderers with 
bloody knives made toward him, and both of 
the fitters thereupon got away as fast as pos- 

sible. They saw the car on the road waiting 
for the murderers. The driver’s back was 
turned. They saw a man stab Cavendish in 
the back as he lay on the ground. 

The Government will offer a reward of 
£10,000 for information given within three 
months which will lead to the conviction of 
the murderers and a reward of £1,000 for pri- 
vate information. The Government will also 
grant a free pardon and extend the special 
protection of the Crown in any partof the 
Queen’s dominions to any persons, other than 
the principals in the crime, who may give the 
information required. 

MILFORD Haven, May 9.—A man has been 
arrested here whose appearance corresponds 
with the description of one of the murderers. 
It is surmised that he crossed over by a steam 
mackerel boat. He refuses to give an account 
of himself. 

At the inquest yesterday on the bodies of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burke, medical evidence was given to the 
effect that the victims had apparently been 
stabbed simultaneously from before and be- 
hind with long bowie-knives. The wounds all 
appeared to have been inflicted with similar 
weapons. 

LonpDoN, May 9.—Three more arrests have 
been made in Kildare, but the Dublin Police 
do not attach much importance to them. 

The body of Mr. Burke was buried to-day in 
Glasnevin Cemetery, in the suburbs of Dublin. 

The body of Lord Frederick Cavendish has 
been laid out for public view in the chapel at 
Chatsworth. The features are calm. Only 
pne scar is visible—across the nose. The 
Queen has sent a special messenger with a 
wreath for the coffin. The wreath is composed 
of yellow and white everlasting fiowers, and 
bas a card attached to it with the inscription, 
“From Queen Victoria.”? A letter of con- 
dolence addressed to Lady Frederick Caven- 
dish accompanies the wreath. The interment 
will take place at Edenoor at 2 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. A special train from London 
will convey the Ministers, who will act as pall- 
bearers. 

Mr. Otto Trevelyan has been appointed Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. Mr. Leonard H. Court- 
mey, member of Parliament for Liskeard, will 
become joint Secretary to the Treasury to fill 
the place held by Lord Frederick Cavendish 
previous to his appointment as Chief Secretary 
for Ireland. Upon Mr. Trevelyan’s acceptance 
of the office a special policeman was placed on 
duty before his residence. 

The Daily News prints a rumor which was 
current in the lobby of the House of Commons 
last evening, that the forthcoming Irish pro- 
tection bill will provide that in certain cases 
of murder trial by jury will be suspended, 
and the accused will be triea before three 
Judges, with the right of appeal. 

The fimes says: *‘ Even if it be true that the 
murder of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke was done by American-Irish despera- 
does, we must not forget that Mr. Parnell has 
boasted of consolidating an alliance between 
the Irish in America and those at home. We 
are unable to accept the plea that men who 
have pursued the Land Leaguers’ course are 
divested of all resporsibility for the crime they 
now denounce.” The Zimes also says it is 
morally impossible to enter into any under- 
standing with those who denounce outrage for 
the first time when they feel that it cripples 
their »perations. Though they profess to ne- 
gotiate in the House of Commons for the 
blood-thirsty element of the Irish people, they 
are enly powerful to excite disaffection. They 
cannot diminish the malignancy of the whole 
class, who wallow in blood like beasts of prey. 

Miss Anna Parnell, in her letter to the 7imes, 
says she doubts that the policy is conciliation, 
ve do families in Clare whom Mr. Forster 
turned out are living in hovels, and 600 peeple 
in one county alone are liable to death by 
cold, it being illegal to help them. She con- 
cludes by saying that if there are any persons 
who are surprised that the assassin’s arm is 
not idle they must not forget that there issuch 
a thing as human nature among Irishmen. 

Mr. Frank O’Donnell, member of Parliament 
for Dungarvan and Vice-President and Honor- 
ary Secretary of the Irish Home Rule Confed- 
eration of Great Britain, writes to the Times 
in relation to the assassinations in Dublin. He 
says that the most moderate vigilance would 
have absolutely prevented the fearful tragedy. 
The Irish Police has once more proved itself 
utterly unequal to prevent and repress crime. 
Mr. O’Donnell warns the authorities to work 
with redoubled zeal to defend and protect 
threatened persons, 

Mr. Gladstone, in a published statement, an- 
nounces that he has received a flood of com- 
munications from every part of the kingdom 
expressive of horror and indignation at the 
crime. He says it isonly just to state that 
none are more remarkable for fervor and sin- 
reritv than the large number from all parts of 
Ireland. He wishes to express his sense of the 
genuine feeling shown by the communications, 
and his personal thanks for the sympathy 
manifested. : 

In the House of Lords this evening the Mar- 
quis of Landsdowne announced that in conse- 
guence of the recent Ministerial statements 
relative to impending measures for protection 
of life and property in Ireland, he dropped 
the motion which he had announced against 
the Irish policy of the Government, He said 
he wished to impress upon the Government 
very earnestly the necessity of not yielding to 
popular demands without the option of 

compensating measures for strengthening the 
law. 

Lonpon, May 10.—The Standard this morn- 
ing, referring to the brutal ravings of 
O'Donovan Rossa, asks very seriously 
whether there is not a duty resting on 


the Executive of the United States, and 
& corresponding one vested in the British Gov- 
ernment, with respect to the future. It says 
the American Police can hardly be so in- 
genious as they arecredited with being, if they 
are unable at very short notice to arrest in 
America the ringleaders of plots against the 
Queen’s peace. 

The News says: ‘‘We do not remem- 
ber to have ever seen at such a 
crisis so remarkable a display of com- 
posure and restraint. The Government 
cannot complain that this trying occasion has 
been turned to account for the purposes of 
faction.” 

A dispatch from Cork says: ‘The subscrip- 
tions to the reward fund now amount to 
£2,000, The excitement has in no wise abated. 
Business is partly suspended, ‘The opinion 
gains ground that no resident Irishman 
is connected with the murder, but 
that O’Donovan Rossa’s agents are guilty 
of the deed. A large number of 
tourists who landed at Queenstown on 
Monday and Tuesday from America were so 
shocked on hearing of the murder that they 
immediately took flight to England and the 
Continent, though they had intended to visit 
Ireland to view its scenery.” 

CHESTER, May 10,—The Police authorities of 
Dublin telegraphed last night to the railway 
authorities here to arrest a man in the 
train from as my who was suspected of 
being concerned in the murders, and the man 
was taken into custody on the arrival of the 
train. The prisoner’s head is bruised and his 
hand is bandaged.

THE NEW CHIEF SECRETARY. 

Mr. George Otto Trevelyan, the new Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, was born at Rothley 
Temple, Leicestershire, July 20, 1888. His 
father was Sir Charles Edward Trevelyan, 
Baronet, K. C. B., and his mother, Hannah 
More Macaulay, a sister of Lord Macaulay. 
Mr. Trevelyan received his education at Har- 
row School and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 


where he was graduated second in the first 
class in classics, His public life begun in 1865, 
when he was returned as Liberal member of 
Parliament for Tinemouth ; and three years later 
he was elected a member for border burghs, 
In Mr. Gladstone’s Government, in December, 
1868, Mr. Trevelyan was appointed Civil Lord 
of the Admiralty, but, being in conflict with 
the Government on its Education bill, he re- 
signed office in July, 1870. He became con- 
spicuous about this time by his strong advo- 
cacy, both in and out of Parliament, of sweep- 
ing army reforms, directing his attention 
chiefly to an abolition of the purchase of com- 
missions. Mr. Trevelyan is a forcible and 
earnest, though not an eloquent, speaker, and 
has acquired reputation as an author. He 
has written extensively, but his chief literary 
reputation rests upon an admirable biography 
of his uncle—‘* The Life and Letters of Lord 
Macaulay,” and his ‘‘ Early Years of Charles 
James Fox,” Both of which were widely circu- 
lated in this country.

ARE THE MURDERERS AMERICANS? 
THE PLAN OF THE BUTCHER-CART THIEVES 
PROBABLY FOLLOWED. 

Superintendent Walling was asked yester- 
day if the plan of the assassination in the Phenix 
Park resembled, in respect of the arrangements of 
the murderers to reach their victims and then 
effect their escape, the plan adopted in New-York 
by that daring and proverbially successful class 
known as ‘“‘ butcher-cart thieves.” Mr. Walling 
said he had no official data to guide him in forming 
an opinion as to the manner in which the villains 
did their work, and that he was just as apt to err 
as any other newspaper reader. ‘* What are called 


*butcher-cart’ robberies are invariably the result 
of on emne- The man marked for robbery is 
watch for weeks, and his habits are 
known to a nicety by the robbers. There 
is a similarity in the plans of the Phanx 
Park murderers and those of a gang of ‘ butcher- 
eart’ thieves. But, although they might have 
dogged Mr. Burke for months, yes, for years, how 
could they have known of the habits of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish? Of course, it may be suggested 
that they went to murder the Under Secretary and 
were compelled to take the life of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish because he threw himself between his 
companion and his assassins, and would have given 
an alarm hadhe been unhurt or only slightly in- 
jured. They had to make sure of him, as dead 
men not only te)l no tales, but do not identify. If 
I understand aright, there were four men and a 
driver. They may have been four only, and one 
of them may have driven the vehicle, of which 
we have only a vague description. Well, 
applying the ‘ butcher-cart’ theory, 1 should call 
it‘an American, or, perhaps, a New-York ‘job.’ 
We call these robberies ‘ butcher-cart’ robberies, 
but many that have happened here have been 
done witn four-wheel vehicles. Take the Ruppert 
robbery; that was done with a covered wagon, 
in which half a dozen mer could have been 
concealed. I cannot rememper to have read 
or heard of ‘butcher-ca:t’ robberies in Eu- 
rope, and believe that few have occurred out- 
side of New-York and its environs. This style of 
robbery started many years agoina petty way. 
Herds of swine ran at large in the streets of New- 
York, and thieves would hire a horse, generally a 
good one, and a wagon, drive to where there was 
a herd of swine, capture one, throw it in the 
wagon, and drive off. They were _ sel- 
dom = caught. The  hog-stealing business 
was improved upon in time. It merged 
into the business of driving up to a store, 
seizing a case or package of goods, throwing it 
into the wagon, and getting away ina flash. Then 
came the business of ‘standing up’ men in the 
street. This began about 20 years ago, I remem- 
ber its start. There were several petty cases, and 
then a bauk messenger was robbed of a large 
amount, on paper, in the vicinity of Wall-street by 
a gang who operated with a sleigh and a fast horse. 
The scheme was in time perfected, and such cases 
are the most annoying that fall to ourlot. The 
gang first look after the horse. It must bea good 
one and welltrained. Old hands would not em- 
ploy adriver not in sympathy with them. If the 
Phoenix Park assassins hired a vehicle and a Gri- 
ver, detection should be all the more easy. 
Now, the Goody gang, for instance, have altvays 
owned a first-class horse, and the Phoenix Park 
murderers may have owned one and trained it for 
months. Fora‘ butcher-cart’ scheme a horse ust 
be trained. It must start smartly, be nervy and 
not startled by a commotion or a pistel-shot, and 
get off at full speed the moment the job is done 
and the robbers are clambering into the vehicle. 
About convictions for ‘butcher-cart’ business? 
Well, my impression is that they are few, if any. 
There have been many arrests, but there has always 
been great trouble about identification. The diffi- 
culty is always here: People are taken by surprise, 
and disguising is so easy. The clumsiest attempt 
to simulate hair onthe face would rendera man 
little liable to suspicion driving along, and hard to 
identify afterward. We are alwayssorely bothered 
about hair when it comes to a question of identifi- 
cation.

EXPRESSION OF IRISH FEELING. 

San FRANCISCO, May 9.—The Land League 
last night adopted the resolution that the Execu- 
tive of the League should telegraph to Mr. Parnell, 
offering a special reward of $5,000 for the appre- 
hension of the assassins. 

Boston, May 9-—A public meeting of the 
irish citizens of Boston and other parts of Massa- 
chusetts was held in Faneuil Hall to-night to ex- 
press the indignation felt by Irish-Americans at the 
assassinations in Dublin on Saturday. Gen. P. A. 


Collins presided. Resolutions strongly denouncing 
the deed and reaffirming the offer of $5,000 reward 
were adopted. Speeches in full accord with the 
resolutions adopted were made by Gen. Collins, 
Jobn Boyle O’Reilly, and others. The fea- 
ture of the _ evening, and one which 
created the wildest enthusiasm.» was the ap- 
pearance of Mr. H. Millec bearing a letter 
from Grand Master McIntire, of the Orange Order 
of. Massachusetts. Mr. Miller, speaking for his 
order, not alone in Massaehusetts but in the whole 
United States, said that the Orangemen were in 
full sympathy with the purposes of the meeting, 
and made the announcement that the Orangemen 
were ready and most willing to bury the hatchet 
of discord which has for so many years divided 
their ranks in the common cause of the welfare of 
Treland. A letter was also read from Wendell 
Phillips. 

Nrew-HavEN, Conn., May 9.—The Land 
Leaguers here hela a meeting this evening and 
assed resolutions denouncing the assassination of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under Secretary 
Burke. Town Agent Reynolds presided. and 
addresses were, made by Dugald Campbell, of 
Troy; C. E. Driscoll, of this city, and others. 

PorTLAND, Me., May 9.—The Press to-mor- 
row morning will contain the following offer, made 
by a prominent Irish gentleman of this city: “I 
have this day deposited $500 in the Canal National 
Bank of Portland, Me., which I will pay to the 
person or persons instrumental in the arrest 
and conviction of the cowardly assassins of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under Seeretary 
Burke.” The gentleman is George Keely, a native 
of Galway, Ireland.

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DICTATING TO CAMERON 


——>-—-— 
FORCED TO WITHDRAW THE NAME 
OF CHARLES 8. WOLFE. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA LEADER FIRST OBSTI- 
NATE AND THEN FRIGHTENED-—-TRIUMPH 
OF THE KICKERS—THE PLACE OF CON- 
GRESSMAN NOT FILLED—NO OTHER 
CHANGE IN THE SLATE. 

HarrispurG, Penn., May 9.—Don Cam- 
eron has been forced to back down by the un- 
ruly hands of the machine-made delegates to 
his own convention. This is an evidence both 
of his own weakness and of the imper- 
fect training of. his political servants. 
The fault in this case probably lies with 
the County Committees. It is the custom 
in Pennsylvania, some months before the as- 
sembling of a State Convention, for the sub- 
machine to send out notices to the Chairmen 
of the County Committees, cailing their 
attention to the importance of the in- 
terests involved in the campaign, and 
urging them tosend nene but discreet men 
as delegates to the convention, ‘ Discreet,” in 
this case means ‘*‘ obedient.’”? There is no sus- 
picion that Col. M. 8S. Quay, Senator Cam- 
eron’s henchman-in-chief, neglected his duty 
iu this matter. He is a political manager of 
great ability, calm, passionless, and determined 
not lovely to look upon, but tenacious of his 
purposes and faithful to his master. But in- 
stead of choosing a manageable lot of delegates, 


willing to receive orders and execute them 
unquestionably, the committee, threugh some 
terrible blundering, has sent to Harrisburg 
a body of hard-headed and stubborn fellows, 
who stand not at all in awe of Cameron, and 
criticise or condemn his plans with painful 
freedom. ‘‘I’m a kicker” is an expression 
that has been oftener heard than any other 
among the delegates to-day. 

The thing they chiefly kicked against was 
Cameron’s determination to put Charies 8. 
Wolfe on the ticket for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. This was virtually decided upon 
last night, but was not announced until 
this morning. As soon as it beeame 
generally known that the Indepependent 
candidate for State Treasurer last year was to 
have this important place on the regular tick- 
et, there were mutterings of discontent which 
speedily swelled into an angry storm of pro- 
test. Delegates who were in every 
other respect well behaved and _ will- 
ing to _do  Cameron’s will declared 
that their. immortal souls should be 
blank blanked» to * blank before they 
would vote “for the nomination of Wolfe. 
In vain the managers protested against 
this irregular conduct and contended 
that the name of Wolfe must go on the “slate” 
because Cameron had so ordered. The great 
army of kickers irreverently replied that Cam- 
eron might be blanked, but they would 
never accept Wolfe. They pointed out 
the weakness of the man. Wolfe 
now has no party and few friends. The 
Independents utterly repudiate him, and 
thousands of the unforgiving Stalwarts 
would scratch his name if it . were 
placed on the ticket. It was repeated) 
asserted that he would be beaten if nomi- 
nated, and that he would bea dead weight 
upon the ticket, endangering the success of 
the other candidates. Besides, there was 
nothing to be gained by his nomination. 
He had no following now that he had con- 
sented to make terms with the regulars. To 
such a pitch was the opposition to Wolfe car- 
ried that a bandbill appealing to the delegates 
to make a stand-up fight against him in the 
convention was put into the printers’ hands to 
be struck off for distribution to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

Later in the afternoon the managers became 
alarmed. Cooper, Quay, Rutan, and the oth- 
ers went to Cameron and plainly told 
him that there was too much jalap 
in the dose and the convention would 
not swallow it. The ‘‘boss’” was for a 
long time obdurats. He declared that Wolfe 
must be nominated for Lieutenant-Governor. 
** Let them beat him at the polls if they want 
to, but nominate him we will and shall,” he 
said, But as thestorm gathered force, Cameron 
too, got scared. There were symptoms of a 
dangerous meeting, and, in truth, the present 
master of the Republican Party in Pennsylva- 
nia is none too sure of his ground, In an at- 
tempt to force an unpopular and foolish nomi- 
nation down the throats of such a convention 
as will assemble to-morrow morning, he would 
probably be beaten. Many delegates told him 
so to his face, and toward sundown he yielded 
the point, thus establishing a perilous precedent 
fora man of his position and aspirations. While 
insisting that the nomination of Wolfe was the 
proper thing, he reluctantly consented to 
drop him and restore State Senator W. 
T. Davies, of Bradford County, to 
his original place on the ‘slate’ as candidate 
for the Lieutenant-Governorship. Under the 
previous arrangement Davies was to be pnt 
on for Congressman at Large, a place which 
he accepted most unwillingly and with ill-hu- 
mor. To-night he is greatly pleased at the un- 
expected turn in affairs which puts him back 
where he wants to be. 

This change left the place of Congressman 
at Large open once more, and it was generally 
expected that Co]. Dick, of Crawford County, 
would be named for the candidacy. It 
was thought best, however surprising it 
may seem, to trust the convention to 
the extent of selecting the man for this one 
place on the ticket. The managers favor the 
nomination of ex-State Treasurer Butler, gen- 
erally called ‘‘ Farmer” Butler, as a conces- 
sion to the Independents from which they 
would expect good results. But Col. Dick is 
disposed to make a fight for the nomination, 
and as he has the entire Philadelphia delega- 
tion to support him and is generally well liked 
it was decided to leave the matter an open 
question. 

The prospect to-night is that William Henry 
Rawle, of Philadelphia, will be so vigorously 
pushed for the Supreme Court Judgeship that 
a majority of the delegates will fall into 
line to enable Don Cameron to fulfill his 
promise to Wayne MacVeagh. Judge Brown, 
of Pittsburg, now has, according to the claims 
of his agents, 70 delegates. The Phil- 
adelphia delegation, at a caucus held 
to-night, voted, 33 to 15, to support for 
this placo ¥. Carroll Brewster, another of 
Brewster’s ‘* Reports.”? This vote does not 
amount to an. enforcement of the unit 
rule. It means that Mr. James Mc- 
Manes has been able to make 83 of 
the city delegates promise not to vote for 
Rawle, but it is not believed that McManes 
will carry his opposition to Rawle to the ex- 
tent of casting his 33 votes with the Brown 
party. Mr. Rawle is almost unkrown 
to the whole body of delegates and has nobody 
working in his personal interest. He is very 
likely to get the nomination. The only other 
place on the ticket is that ot Secretary of In-! 
ternal Affairs, and for that the name of John: 
M. Greer is the only one mentioned. 

At midnight there is no reason to supposes 
that to-morrow’s convention will be disturbed ' 
by unusual jars or any impertinent in-; 
trusion of the wishes or interests of. 
the people of Pennsylvania upon the. 
attention of the delegates. While they 
are bold enough to differ with the boss in mat- 
ters of detail and persistent enough to carry 
their point, they still have a proper detesta- 
tion of the absurd theory that an 
office is a public trust, not to be 
held or used for personal gain, and 
if any one among them should be so foolish as 
to indulge any drivel about the necessity of 
reform and all that sort of thing 
they would at once find means to inform 
him that he had got into the wrong meeting- 
house. None of the delegates say any- 
thing about the resolutions or ink of 
them, but this minor detail has not 
been overlooked by the managers. The 
platform of the convention will consist of the 
reform protocol of the Centinental Hotel con- 
ference, supplemented by a strong tariff reso- 
lution. It is arranged that Mr. Kirkpatrick, , 
of Northampton County, shall be temporary 
Chairman, and ex-Attorney-General George 
Lear, of Bucks County, permanent Chairman.

NEW MASSACHUSETTS DISTRICTS. 


———_————— 
THE PROPOSED CHANGES BY THE LEGIS- 
LATIVE COMMITTEE. 

Boston, May 9.—The committee of the 
Legislature on redistricting the State reported 
a plan in the Senate to-day providing for 12 
Congressional districts, to which the State is 
now entitled under the new apportionment, 
one of which only, made up entirely of Boston 
wards or parts of wards, is, according to 
the last election returns, Democratic, 
the others being Republican, Other por- 
tions of Boston are apportioned to outlying 
cities and towns. The proposed fone district 
wholly in Boston is numbered the Fourth, as 


is the present district, represented by a Demo- 
crat. It retains of the old Fourth District 
East Boston and the north end of the city, the 
Democratic stronghold, and draws in those 
portions of the present Third District which 
are strongly Democratic, while it leaves out 
Beacon Hill fand the Back Bay districts, 
and Chelsea, Kevere, and Winthrop, 
making it a much stronger Democratic district 
than the the present Fourth District. The new 
Third District, now Mr. Ranney’s, takes in a 
portion of the Back Bay district, the south 
end of Boston—Mr, Ranney’s home—the Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, and West Roxbury districts 
of Boston and the town of Milton, the latter 
at present in Congressman Harris’s district 
and West Roxbury being in Congressman 
Candler’s district. Beacon Hill, Boston, is 
drawn into the new Fifth District, 
with Brighton and outlying towns as far as 
Burlington, including the cities of Cambridge 
and Somerville, where Congressman Bowman 
lives, and the town of Waltham, Gen. Banks’s 
old home. The new Sixth District takes in 
the Charlestown district of Boston, with 
Chelsea, Revere, and Winthrop, with towns 
along the shore to and including Lynn and 
Swampscott, reaching over and gathering in 
the Summer cottage village of Nahant, where 
Henry Cabot Lodge, one of the leading eandi- 
dates for Congress in the last preliminary Con- 
gressional canvass, resides. 

The new Seventh District includes part of 
the old Sixth, including the city of Gloucester, 
Congressman Stone’s home, and portions of 
the present Seventh. The manufacturing cities 
of Lowell and Lawrence, now in the Seventh 
District, the latter being the home of Con- 
zressman Russell, are drawn into the new 
tighth, which includes towns-in Worcester 
County. The new Ninth isan extensive dis- 
trict, sweeping in a large number of towns in 
Norfolk County, severalin Worcester County. 
and afew in Middlesex County. Brookline, 
the wealthy Boston suburb, is now in the 
Eighth District. The home of Congressman 
Candler is wedged in between the new Third 
and Fifth Districts and is caught on to the 
new Ninth, which extends as far west 
as Southborongh. The new Tenth takes 
in the strength of Worcester County, includ- 
ing the city of Worcester and a few 
towns in Hampden County. The new Eleventh 
includes all the towns of Franklin and Hamp- 
shire Counties, the city of Holyoke, in Hamp- 
den County, and several Worcester County 
towns, including Fitchburg, the home of Con- 
gressman Norcross, of the present Tenth Dis- 
trict. The Twelfth takesin the remaining por- 
tions of Hampden, including the city of Spring- 
field and allot Berkshire. The First and Second 
Districts are little changed. The proposed ap- 
portionment, according to population, is pretty 
even, the districts averaging about 148,000 
population, but politically they are likely to 
invite sharp opposition on the Republican 
side. The committee has been a long time en- 
gaged in its work, and has had under consid- 
eration many plans.

SUFFER BY THE SOUTH CAROLINA DEMO- 
CRATS. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 9.—During the ex- 
citement incidental to the election trials, and in 
the absence of any trustworthy Information on the 
subject, no allusion was made in TuE Times to the 
News and Courier’s * Orangeburg outrage” upon 
Henry Galluchat, a colored Democrat, who, it was 
claimed, was whipped ‘‘ nigh unto death’’ for his

‘political opinions by colored Republicans a few 


weeks ago. Henry Glover, Ashbury Howard, and 


nine other colored men were arrested for the of- 
fense, and after a brief trial all of them were 
found guilty by a packed Democratic jury, and 
Judge Aldrich has just sentenced them to five years 
in the State Penitentiary at hard labor. Mr. EK. A. 
Webster, Postmaster at Orangeburg, on his arrival 
in this ay. stated that he was present at the 
trial and that there was not the slightest particle 
of evidence to warrant the conviction of the un- 
fortunate victims of Bourbon animosity. Gallu- 
chat, he said, had made himself obnoxious to col- 
ored men working in a turpentine distillery—none 
of whom have yet been arrested—by stealing bacon 
and slanderous gossip. They whipped him for 
these offenses, though not to the cruel extent 
claimed by the Bourbou journals. He recognized 
two of his tormentors, but neither of them have 
been caught. In the absence of the real culprits, 
and as an aet of reprisal for the political prosecu- 
tions in Charleston, 11 colored Republicans were 
arrested. Solicitor Jervey packed a jury by the 
same method so_ hitterly denounced by 
District Attorney Melton and with better 
success. The only two Republicans on the 
jury were ordered to ** stand aside,’ and 11 white 
and: 1 colored Democrats were sworn in. There 
was no evidence to connect the defendants with 
the whipping beyond the unsubstantiated hearsay 
testimouy of the complainant, ‘*but the Bourbons 
‘wanted blood,’’ continued Mr. Webster, ‘ and they 
had to have it.””. Judge Aldrich, of reconstruction 
fame, vindicated the majesty of the law by deliv- 
ering a political harangue in charging the jury, in 
which the Federal prosecutions of Democrats were 
“prorinently mentioned, and upon the reception of 
a ‘‘cutand dried” verdict he imposed a sentence 
entirely out of proportion to the offense com- 
plained of, even if the prisoners had been guilty. 
‘which, Mr. Webster positively asserts, they were 


not. 
This is the first of the many political prosecutions 
that may now be looked for in the State courts, 
and the result isasample of the justice Repub- 
licans may expect at the hands of the political 
demagogues who control the law machinery in this 
‘State.

WORK IN THE LEGISLATURE

MR. ROOSEVELT SAYS WESTBROOK 
SHOULD BE IMPEACHED. 

THE ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION WITH- 
DRAWN TO ENABLE THE PRESENT LE- 
GISLATURE TO ACT ON THE INVESTIGA- 
TION—MR, NEWMAN COURTS AN IN-: 
QUIRY—IMPORTANT MEASURES PENDING. 


ALBANY, May 9.—The demoralizing de- 
velopments in the investigation of Judge West- 
brook moved Mr. Roosevelt to claim the floor of the 
Assembly Chamber to-day, on a question of the 
very highest privilege. “It is not a question of 
privilege affecting myself,” he said, ‘* but one 
affecting the whole Legislature.”” The Judiciary 
Committee of the House is engaged in the investi-: 
gation of the acts of a Judge. This Assembly has: 
passed a resolution fixing the 18th of May as the ' 
day for adjourning this Legislature. Only nine days 
then of this session remain, and that, I maintain, is 
too short a period for the Judiciary Committee 
to complete its investigation and make 
a full report to this House. It is 
absolutely imperative that this Legislature shali 
not adjourn without taking actionon so impor- 
tant a matter. Wecan’t afford to shirk our re- 
sponsibility. Wecannot let action be delayed.on 
this subject until another Legislature assembles. 
The counsel for the prosecution think it would be 
prejudicial to the investigation for the Legislature 
to adjourn before receiving the committee’s full 
report and acting thereon. Things now stand ina 


different light from what they did when the reso- 
lution ordering the investigation was offered on 
this floor, The investigation has been begun, is 
well under way, and certain damaging facts have 
been brougnt to the light.”’ 

“After hearing the evidence taken by this com- 
mittee on Saturday last."’ continued Mr. Roosevelt, 
“and after having given the remark that I am 
about to make full and serious deliberation, 1 am 
now prepared to say that Judge Westbrook should 
be impeached. I only desire to add that this view 
of the case is taken by the most eminent lawyers 
of New-York. The evidence taken last Saturday 
= shows that Judge Westbrook was in collusion 
with Jay Gould. Now, Mr. Speaker, 1 maintain 
that this House should recall from the Senate its 
resolution fixing the date of adjournment, and 
should then declare its intention to remain in ses- 
sion until a full report can be had from the Judi- 
cilary Committee.”’ 

Mr. Benedict—We have already passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that it is the sense of this House that 
there should be no adjournment until that report is 
acted upon, 

Mr. Roosevelt—Yes, but if the House was so 
pleased It could decide to adjourn in spite of all 
that. This Legislature can’t afford to shirk its 
duty by leaving to the next Legislature the consid- 
eration of a report that properly belongs to this. 
Unless some action such as I have outlined be 
taken, there will be delays, and the chances are 
that the whole investigation may end in smoke. If 
this Legislature would preserve its reputation with 
the people it must consider the committee's report 
and take final action thereon. Whethertbis report 
be favorable to the accused or adverse, it should 
by all means be considered by the Legislature now 
in session. Mr. Roosevelt's resolution was adopt- 
ed, there being only asingle dissenting vote. 

Dick"? Newman moved to-day that he be in- 
vestigated by the Assembly in consequence of cer- 
tain strictures upon him and his bills, and chiefly 
the latter, made in these columns. These strict- 
ures he has distorted into charges, and he de- 
mands theirinvestigation forthwith by a committee 
of three. The House has no interest in Mr. New- 
man’s quarrel with a newspaper that does not hesi- 
tate to criticise vicious legislation, but as he 
made the special pleading that his character had 
been maligned, it was, of course, obliged to take 
cognizance of his demand. The so-called 
charges against him are embodied in arti- 
cles written on May 1 and May ©6. 
Three of his street-grading and paving bills are 
therein criticized as vicious. The House killed two 
of the three last week, and only bides its time to 
cripple the third. Toan unprejudiced observer it 
wouldappear as if this was proof enough of their 
vicious nature. It was stated in these columns 
that a committee is already engaged in the investi- 
gation of a matter in which Mr. Newman’s name 
figures. Thisis a fact that cannot be denied. If 
an impartial committee is appointed that com- 
mittee is likely to have some difficulty in inter- 
preting Mr. Newrman’s definition of charges 
against bis character. A ludicrous. turn 
was given to his demand by two 
amendments which Mr. Browne and Mr. Sheridan, 
the latter of Kings, insisted on tacking upon the 
resolution. Mr. Browne asked that an investiga- 
tion be made of certain allegations printed in these 
columns, and reflecting upon the clerks. This was 
asking too much of a House that hes repeatedly 
noted false counting and the “jumping” of bills 
by its servants, and Mr. Browne, detecting an un- 
willingness to enter into an investigation which 
might be most prolific of results, withdrew his 
emendment. Mr. Sheridan then demanded an 1a- 
vestigation of charges which, he alleged, had been 
made against him, and framed an amendment to 
that effect amid the derisive laughter of many 
members on the floor. Certain bills of Mr. 
Sheridan have been scored in these columns, and 
no honest member can say that it has been done 
unjustly. An effort was made to get the aggrieved 
Brooklyn member to specify the charges which 
they claimed had been made against him, but it 
was unsuccessful. 

A bill introduced by Mr. C. S. Baker to amend 
the laws authorizing the formation of railroad 
companies came up onits third reading. It was 
criticised by one member as a dangerous Dill, and 
an unsuccessful effort was made to defeat it. The 
billis one of that nature which no member can 
fully understand unless he is acquainted with the 
history of many street railroad companies in this 
State and knows the many attempts that have 
been made through the Legislature to legalize their 
existence and their acts. Mr. Baker says he is not 
aware that there is anything wrong in his bill. 
Some of the members, however, think they see 
some connection between it and the general rail- 
road act in which is embodied the Forty-second- 
street railroad seheme of New-York capitalists. 

The Breen bill, to regulate the Receiverships of 
insolvent insurance companies, has been killed on 
its final passage. It failed by 9 votes to secure the 
number requisite to carry it through the House. 
The Chamberlain Reeeivership bill, which author- 
izes the Attorney-General to move for the dis- 
charge of a Receiver in any judicial district and 
the appointment of a successor, andin a number 
of other minor points amends the existing law, 
passed the House by 84 to 42, 

The amendment to the Constitution, fixing bien- 
ne! sessions of the Legislature, was adopted by a 
vote of 78to2. The bill abolishing the small-pox 
hospital in East Sixteenth-street, New-York, and 
providing for a park on its site, received its third 
reading and passed without decided opposition. 
The Ways and Means Committee has agreed to re- 
porta billto the House directing the Emigration 
Commissioners to refuse to aamit to Castle Garden 
or Ward’s Islandimmigrants that may be transport- 
ed by steam-ship companies that refuse;to pay a tax 
of 50cents per head on each immigrant landed in 
New-York. The committee has killed the bill ot 
Gov. Cornell appropriating $50,000 for an annual 
encampment ground, and the bill appropriating 
$225,000 for the purchase of uniforms for the Na- 
tional Guard. Whe bills appropriating $100,000 for 
an armory in the Eastern District of Brooklyn and 
$9,000 for the purchase of 20 copies of the public 
service of the State of New-York for the use of for- 
eign potentates will be reported favorably by the 
committee,

WHAT THE SENATE IS DOING. 
POOR PROSPECT OF THE PASSAGE OF A RAIL- 
WAY COMMISSION BILL—BILLS PASSED. 


ALBANY, May 9.—Senator Boyd this morn- 
ing asked that the Railroad Commission bill, now 
on the order of third readings in the Senate, be laid 
aside until Thursday next. No one objecting, it 
was so ordered. The Tammany Senators, who 
are the authors of the peculiar method of appoint- 
ing the Commissioners provided for in the bill, have 
discovered that they cannot get enough votes to 
pass itin its present shape, and they want time 
to consider what modifications they will consent 
to. They say they are determined, so far as their 
influence goes, to pass some kind of a commission 
bill that shall go into effect this year. This cannot 
be done without their votes and those of all the 


Republican Senators combined, as the regular Dem- 
ocrats have agreed in caucus to vote for no bill 
which gives the appointment of the Commissioners, 
or any of them, to the present Governor. Even if 
they should pass such a bill, without the votes of 
the regular Demoeratic Senators, it is not at all 
likely that it would be concurred in by the Assem- 
bly. There is very little prospect, therefore, that 
any commission bill will pass that shall meet the 
views of the Tammany Senators as at present ex- 
pressed, and, unless the regular Democrats and 
Republicans unite on a bill that shall give the elee- 
tion of the Commissioners to the people, or their 
ap intment to the Governor to be elected next 
Fall, no commission bill is likely to pass this session. 

The session of the Senate to-day was confined to 
the third reading of letters and to the introduction 
of resolutions to: push bills ahead by discharging 
the Committee of the Whole from their further 
consideration and ordering them to a third read- 
ing. This is a method of legislation always re- 
sorted to in the last days of the session and under 
which most of the doubtful bills are slipped 
through. A single objection, however, prevents 
any bill from being pushed abead in that manner, 
and thus far the objection has been interposed 
whenever the bill sought to be advanced was of a 
suspicious character. An attempt was made to 
advance the Excise bill for New-York and Brook- 
lyn as agreed upon by the delegations from those 
cities by moving it forward to the first Committee 
of the Whole. It met with a nearly usanimous 
opposition from tbe country Senators. After 
much discussion of the aubiset a maiority of the 


Senate finally consented to make the billa special 
order for Friday of this week. As this bill passed 
the Assembly it virtually abolished the Civil Damage 
act. This will have to be restored before it can 
pass the Senate. 

Among the bills passed by the Senate was the 
foliowing, introduced by Mr. Russell, of ponee: 
“No life insurance company shall hereafter 
organized or admitted to transact business under 
the laws of this State whose capital stock shall not 
amount to the sum of ,000, fully paid up in 
cash, unimpaired.” Mr. Russell’s bill to prevent 
fraud in primary elections came up for final pas- 
sage, and a similar bill by Assemblyman Chapi: 
which has passed the lower house, was substitute 
in its place and passed. It — only to the city 
of Brooklyn. Assemblyman Brodsky’s bill amend- 
ing the law relating to the am of refuse mate- 
rial in the harbor of New-York was passed. The 
law will now read as follows: 

“All dredgings, sand, mud, or other material taken 
therefrom (slip, basin, or shoal) shail be removed, or 
ca’ to be removed, by the owner or leasee of such 
slip, basin, or shoal, and qogounes in — place above 
high-water mark, or behind a bulk head for filling, or 
towed to seato a point outside of Sandy Hook, and 
not less than one mile beyond the outer bar, so that 

the same shall be deposited in —~ water. And when- 
ever any slip, basin, or shoal not in the port of New- 
York shall be dredged or excavated. all dredgings, 
,sand, mud, or other material taken therefrom shal 
when taken or towed therefrom upon the waters o 
the port of New-York, for deposit in the water, 
be wepeeren in some place above high-water mark, 
or behind a bulkhead for filling, or shall be towed to 
& point outside of Sandy Hook and not less than one 
mile beyond the outer bar, so that the same shall be 
deposited in deep water. And for every violation of 
the provisions of this section in respect to the removal 
and deposit of dredgings of slips, basins, and shoals 
the owner or lessee of such slip, basin, or shoal, and 
all persons engaged in removing or transporting such 
dredgings, sand, mud, or other material, shall jointly 
and severally forfeit and pay the sum of $5 for every 
eubic yard of material removed from such slip, basin, 
or shoal not disposed of as required by this section, to 
be recovered in the name of and by the said Board of 
Commissioners of Pilots. One-half of all sums so re- 
covered shall be retained by the said Commissioners.”

REQUIRED FOR PUBLIC SAFETY. 
VETO OF BILL GIVING THE CLOSING SPEECH 
TO THE DEFENSE IN CAPITAL CASES. 

ALBANY, May 9.—Gov. Cornell has sent to 
the House his veto of Mr. McClellana’s bill giving 


an accused person, in cases where capital punish- 


ment or imprisonment for life is involved, the 
closing address to the jury. The Message is as fol- 
lows: 

To the Assembly : 

Assembly bill No. 103, entitled “ An act regulating 
the trial of persons in capital cases and giving 
the defense the richt of the concluding address to the 
jury,” is herewith returned without approval. For 
many years there has been a general tendency in legis- 
lation with regard to criminal Jaw to render convic- 
tion for grave offenses more difficult and uncertain. 
One impediment after another has been placed in the 
way by statutory enactment, until the conviction of a 
person indicted for crime has become almost a matter 
of surprise when defended by able counsel. Enforce- 
ment of the law fs thus constantly prejudiced and re- 
tarded, while too little is done to promote the ends of 

ustice and bring evil-doers to deserved punishment. 
No wonder, therefore, that a lack of confidence in the 
administration of the penal statutes is so generally 
felt. Such tendencies to lessen the chances of convic- 
tion cannot fail to engender disregard and contempt 
of law and embolden the dangerous classes to more 
reckless ana deflant conduct. On the other hand, it 
cannot well be doubted that the certainty of punisha- 
ment would exert a potent and salutary influence 
for the prevention of crime. Failure to convict on ac- 
count of some technical omission or insufficient pro- 
vision of law of consequence affords censtant en- 
couragement to violators, who thereby take greater 
and more frequent chances in the commission of un- 
lawful acts. While it 1s conceded that the plea of 
humanity should be duly heeded, yet it must be 
remember.c that the interests of society de- 
mand that crime shall be speedily and surely 
punished. Abundant safeguards already exist for 
the protection of the innocent, hence little danger of 
unjust conviction need be apprehended. Under our 
Constitution, acquittal is a guarantee of immunity 
against further prosecution on the same charge, but 
there is no remedy for the miscarriage of justice in 
the case of the guilty who chance to escape the 
judgment of the law. Moreover, that no unjust 
penalty may be borne if wrongfully convicted, the 
condemned always has recourse either to the courts 
of justice or executive clemency to correct an error 
or right a wrong. —— the enactment of the ac- 
companying measure m t not in itself produce any 
marked change in t®e administration of justice, still 
itis certainly a step in the wrong direction, and in 
this view it is objectionable. It would be tantamount 
to a notice to criminals that their chances of escaping 
conviction were to be increased, and the effect in this 
respect could not be otherwise than unfortunate and 
prejudicial to the safety of life and property.

THE CHICAGO SPECULATORS. 


TALKING ABOUT THE PROPOSED NEW RULE— 
FEATURES OF YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 

CuicaGo, May 9.—The Atchison Board has 
telegraphed to the Chicago Board of Trade an ex- 
pression of the hope that its organization will 
adopt the proposed change of rule3.

gloomy; Hessian fly reported in St. Clair County. 
One result of the recent decline in the price of rye 
has been the sales for shipment within the past few 
days. Engagements have already been made for 
the shipment of 60,000 bushels to Eastern points. 

It is reported that large consignments of meats 
are still being made to the South to fill straight 
orders, and that the foreign trade shows a de- 
cided improvement, though the Jatter is not active 
as yet. The East is taking eur hogs very freely, 
and the competition in the local packers is 
good enough to keep advancing prices on 
the animal a little faster than the_ prices 
of product. The latter are comparatively low, 
though actually high, hence packers are not free 
sellers of product, amd the bears do not feel en- 
couraged to operate on the short side under exist- 
ing conditions. Spring wheat to-day was rather 

uiet, but irregularly stronger. ‘The market for 
Tone advanced 144 eents from the latest prices of 
Monday, and all closed firm. The British tele- 
grams noted dullness, at a decline of about 6d. per 
quarter, but this was only a natural consequenco 
of Monday’s weakness here. Our receipts were 
again very small, with relatively large ship- 
ments, and more going out yesterday. while 
New-York was quoted firmer. There was a better 
outside demand almost from the outset, and this 
set loeal shorts to filling, which resuitedin a bDuy- 
ing rush toward the close. The May deal was com- 
paratively dull, there being no demand. The shorts 
for May seemed to have been about all covered 
the clique letting it alone, the spot wheat here 
having been taken off the markec by a Mil- 
waukee operator, who is said to propose to 
sell it as wanted in small lots for consumption. If 
this be so it would leave June shorts exposed on a 
blasted heath, as there is no reason to expecta 
material increase of receipts on the old crop, and 
even if the proposed new rule should passit would 
not help much the market for next month except 
by argticipation.

THE CROPS IN CALIFORNIA, 

San Francisco, May 9.—Dispatches trom 
the interior show that the crop prospeets are less 
favorable than at the corresponding time last year. 
They also report that a furious norther has been 
blowing in the Sacramento Valley, and, while in 
the extreme northern counties and in the foot-bills 


the prospects are good, the greater portion of 
the valley is suffering from the effects of a 
drying wind, and in some of the largest wheat coun- 
ties, such as Yolo, Colusa, and Upper Soiano, 
scarcely more than half acrop is now expected. 
In the counties north of the Bay the prospects are 
better and in Southern Solano excellent. In the 
counties east of the Bay the outlook is fair, 
and the same is true in a measure of the lower 
portion of the San Joaquin Valley, but through- 
out the greater portion of that valley the 
crop promises to be very small, except on 
irrigated land. Higher up the valley the 
prospect is worse. The Southern Bay counties 
promise about two-thirds of a crop. Around Mon-

in the dining-hall. The tables were prettily deco- 
rated with flowers, potted plants, and mounted 
pieces of confectionery.

A band 
played popular airs during the dinner, and to the 
strains of a march the guests entered the hall, led 
by Samuel D. Babcock, the President of the Cham- 
ber.

The first speaker of the evening was: Speaker Kei: 
fer, who spoke to the toast of ‘The President oj 
the United States.” Mr. Keifer dwelt upon the 
pleasing features of this exalted office and passed 
to a brief review of the condition of the country. 
Much had been said of the glory of the Republic is 
former days, but, to his mind, the United States, as 
a country, was never better or purer. both as ret 
garded the character of the people and its official 
aspects, than to-day. It had grown in education 
and had increased materially, and the evidence oi 
this growth was discernible on eyery hand. 


ADDRESS OF SENATOR BAYARD, 


“The Decline of the Merchant Marine of the 
United . States” furnished a text a along 
speech by Senator Thomas F. Bayard. The dis- 
tinguished speaker prefaced his remarks by saying 
that in early life he had expected to become a New- 
York merchant, but fate ruled otherwise. Two 
views might be taken of the merchant marine of 
the United States, one wholly internal, considering 
this as an independent and separate country, deal- 
ing only with its own policy, and the other exter- 
nal as well as internal, considering this as one of 
the great family of nations, with the duties of mu- 
tuality and rec ey of obligations and depend- 
ent conditions. The latter was the view that must 
be adopted. Commerce is not a selfish pursuit 
by an individual or a nation. Its wisest and 
most beneficent basis is its reciprocity of benefit, 
and laws or views that do not tend in favor of this 
doctrine will be found short-sighted and injurious. 
Allegiance and obedience are the corelatives of 
protection by a Government. Taxation upon prop- 
erty is payment for that protection, and where the 
power and capacity to protect does not exist or 
continue the equitable right to tax has ceased. 
The Sehator hoped that if the Government-could 
not help our own ships on the high seas it at.least 
would not hamper them when — are fairly com- 
peting with their rivals of the whole world of.com- 
merce outside the United States. On the threshold 
of 1861 the cream of the world’s carrying trade on 
the high seas was skimmed by American sbip- 
owners and their ships, and American clipper ships 
regularly won the prize in carrying the first cargo 
of teas from China to Great Britain. In 1861 there 
were registered and enrolled of American shipping:

day ora year. During the war of. the rebellion a 
large number of American vessels were burned and 
sunk and nearly 1,000,000 tons of ourshipping wassold 
bee art aig purchasers.

robably bave returned under their old registers 

ad it not been for what the Senator stigmatized as 
**a blind and silly act of Congress” passed in Feb- 
ruary, .1866, prohibiting the ——— of any 
American vessel that had been under the protec- 
tion of any foreign Government during the war. 
Speaking of the policy of the Government of stimu- 
lating and aiding internal improvements, Mr. Bay- 
ard said that within 10 years after the close.of the 
war Congress had given in aid of inland trans- 
portation 179,922,528 acres of the public land, 
and in addition had issued to the favored compa: 
nies bonds tearing 6 per cent. interest, to the 
amount of $65,000,000. The shipping interests 
naturally suffered while the internal interests of 
the country thrived, and, remarked the speaker, 
“up to 1879 our ship-builders were embarrassed, ag 
we all were, by a vicious currency, bused only upon 
eredit, fluctuating in value, and useless for cen- 
tracts abroad.”’ In time, however, America will 
be able to surpass England in the field of modern 
ship building. To sustain this remark, the Senator 
read a letter from William G. Gibbons, an iron 
ship builder, of Wilmington, Del, The Suez 
Canal was opened for traffic early in 
1870, and the success of the work soon 
created a demand for vessels fitted to it. This 
gave employment to the British ship-yards, but it 
was a demand that our builders were not ina con- 
dition to learn of norto supply. Alluding to the 
Navy, Senator Bayard said that there was no possi- 
ble excuse for its bad condition, for enough money 
had been spent since the close of the war out ot 
the public asury to have given us a navysecond 
only to that of Great Britain. . 

The speaker viewed with apprehension the grow- 
ing frequency of strikes. The growing antagonism 
between the labor of the country and the capital of 
the country was a growth of error on both sides. 
It was unnatural and wrong. The interests of cap- 
ital and labor are imseparable; an injury to one 
is equally nurtfal to the other. The organization 
of labor unions and mutual aid societies, secret 
and public, the speaker thought, augured badly for 
the future relations of employers and Sr 
and inthe interests of both classes he longed to 
gee an expansion of the markets for domestic pro- 
ductions. He said that the pre-eminénce of Ameri- 
cans as ship-builders could be restored by reform- 
ing tariff laws that destroy commerce, ander pre- 
tense of “regulating commerce”’—by repealing 
laws which impoge vexatious and burdensome fees 
and costs for the entry and documentation of our 
ships—by paying for our consular system as we pay 
for other departments of public service, and by 
creating a navy that shall be an assistance to com- 
merce by scientific exploration and be an active adr 
jutant and protection to our merchant marine. 


REMARKS OF OTHER SPEAKERS,

“ New-York, pl mr well as com- 
mercial centre’. was ~ by the Hon. 
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John Jay Knox, Controller of the Currency, who, 
in the enforced absence of Secretary Folger, repre- 
sented the Treasury Department, Mr. Knox dwelt 
upon the building up of American banking, and 
had much to say that was exeedingly interesting. 
In showing how wonderfully this city maintains 
its position as the monetary centre' of the land he 
stated that if the daily receipts or payments 
of the banks of the country were to be made ex- 
ciusively in gold and silver coin, the total coinage 
of all five Mints of the country during the year, 
amounting to $106,000,000, would be sufficient only 
to supply the bauks of the country in making pay- 
ments for one-third of a bank day, or 1 hour and 
40 minutes! It would be exhausted by the 48 na- 
tional banks of the City of New-York alone in 
about three hours, and, if used exclusively by the 
manks outside of the City of New-York, would be 
exhausted in about four hours. “In this view,” 
said the speaker, “how insignificant appears the 
amount of the coinage of the Mint and the amount 
of the issues of paper money of which we hear so 
much talk both in and out of Congress! The use 
of coin and currency is almost nothing in propor- 
tion to the use of the modern instruments of 
checks and drafts which we find upon the remotest 
frontier, and which are the machinery of the 

anker, and which were first introduced into 
English use but 90 years ago, A single check 
pays for houses and lands, for mines of gold and 
silver, and for long lines of railway. The coin and 
currency are useful only in small transactions and 
in paying the daily balances.” In closing Mr. 
Knox declared his faith that the future would 
make New-York the Jeading metropolis of the 
world, made such through the continued sagacity, 
enterprise, and prosperity of the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce, 

“The City of New-York” was the next toast, and 
Mayor Grace said that he wished he had it in his 
power to render such an account of the conduct of 
the public business as a great business house might 
render of its affairs. This City possessed the char- 
acteristics cf both a business and political corpora- 
tion, but the political side, his Honor said, casts so 
tong a shadow over the business side that the pub- 
é more than justified in its com- 
plaints of the too great lack of simple 
business principles in the administration 
of municipal affairs. The State of New-York, 
whose fame is world-wide, mainly because this 
City is subject to its jurisdiction, has, continued 
the speaker, ‘seen fit to burden us almost beyond 
bearing. it bas givenus a tax law which works 
hardship and injustice; it has put our water-front, 
* which is vital to our welfare, in commission in 
such manner as to surround its administration with 
difficulties and absurdities; it provides for the 
education of the State mainly at our expense, 
and it has given us a form of government 
which in all things makes business  sub- 
servient to politics. * * * What though 
our harbor be incomparably better than that of 
any sister city; what though our streets be lined 
with warehouses or palatial residences; what 
though we have become a centre of art and refine- 
ment—all are dependent upon the continuance of 
our commercial success, our mercantile greatness; 
and the only powers that can ever aim a dangerous 
blow atthese are political ignorance and corrup- 
tion. Our culture depends upon our cosmopolitan- 
ism, and this latter upon our commerce; but if we 
are to have national laws which, dictated by the 
spirit of provincialism, close our markets by pro- 
aibitive tariffs; if we are to have State laws which 
anjustly tax our merchants and rob the citizen for 
the nenefit of the politician, we need not wonder if 
our trade is cramped or killed.” 

The toast “Von Nobis Nati Solum,” (Not born for 
ourselyes alone,) Was proposed, and the Hon. 
Algernon S. Sullivan responded. The words of the 
toast comprise the motto upon the seal of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the speaker described 
she seal, which is known in the numismatie scale as 
size 46. By resolution it was made the duty of the 
President to keep this seal in his possession. At 
the close of the Revolutionary war, Mr. Isaac Low, 
the seyenth President of the association, was 
among who withdrew from this City 
and went to England. “Some years thereafter,” 
said Mr. Sullivan. “ta gentleman interested in the 
affairs of this country, looking over a. miscella- 
neous collection of articles in a London curiosity 
shop, discovered among them this signet of your 
Chamber of Commerce. He purchased it, and 
with true public spirit restored it to its present 
proper ownership. Probably it was an inad- 
vertence of Mr. Low to take it with him to Eng- 
and, and there is no clue to the mystery how it 
pame to the London shop.” 

The next toast was “Agriculture and Manufac- 
tures—which, in mutual dependence, combine to 
oroduce and prepare the necessaries and com- 
forts of life.” The Chairman called upon the 
Hon. Hamilton A. Hill, of Boston, Secretary of the 
National Board of Trade, to respond to this toast. 
Mr. Hill began by saying that the New-York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which was “‘the mother of us 
all,” had always recognized the community of in- 
terest which subsists among the various branches 
of industry to which the energy and enterprise of 
our people are applied, and as opportunity offered 
it had regarded the promotion of each and 
every one of them as being within its proy- 
ince. The National Board of Trade, dur- 
ing the .14 years of its existence, continued 
Mr Hill, has endeavored to illustrate and 
promote this harmony of interest among the vari- 
ous industr and their mutual dependence on 
each other. Upon national grounds, and with ref- 
erence tothe good of all,ithas given its careful 
thought i attention to questions relating to pro- 
d ior manufacture, as well as to transporta- 

j and by sea, and ‘‘it has been con- 

iz upon Congtess and the Executive 

y which exists forthe creation of a de- 
vartment at Washington with a Cabinet Minister 
at its head, which should deal with agriculture, 
manufactures, railroad transportation, and ocean 
navigation, as all these are related to. each other, 
broadly, intelligently, and upon a definite and 
well-devised plan.” When such a  depart- 
ment shall be established, the speaker claimed 
that the business men of the country 
would be able to reach the Government and infiu- 
ance legislation more satisfactorily and efficiently 
than they have hitherto been able to do. All of the 
industries are dependent for their inspiration and 
support upon the ever-recurring wants and the 
indomitable energies of man. ‘The first vessel ever 
built in the waters of New-York was called the 
Unrest, and « of the first boats built in Massa- 
chusetts Bay was the Desire. Mr. Hill thought that 
those names were strikingly suggestive of the busy 
brains and pushing hands which conceive and 
carry into execution the complicated schemes of 
commercial enterprise.

BOLD CONFIDENCE GAME. 

Mrs, Ellen Peck and her husband, George, 
were before Justice Stelsing, in Jersey City, yes- 
terday, ona charge of grand larceny. The charge 
against them, as developed in court, was this:

MR. REED OPENS HI3 ARGUMENT—THE QUES- 
TION OF JURISDICTION AND THE VALID- 
ITY OF THE SENTENCE—UNFAVORABLE 
COMMENTS OF THE CHIEF-JUSTICE. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—The arguments of 


the motion fora reversal of judgment in the case 
of Charles J. Guiteau, tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced in the Criminal Court of the District for the 
murder of the late President Garfield, were begun 
this morning in the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, in General Term, before Chief-Justice 
Cartter and Justices MacArthur, Hagner, and 
James. ‘The prisoner was represented by his coun- 
sel, Mr. Charles H. Reed, and the Government by 
District Attorney Corkhill and Mr. Davidge. The 
prisoner was not in court, nor was any member of 
his family. Mr. Reed’s} printed brief, on which 
his argument was based, sets forth that 
no inquest was held upon the body by 
avy Coroner of the District of Columbia; the 
Criminal Court that tried the case did not have 
jurisdiction; the evidence is undisputed that the 
death occurred in Monmouth County, N. J.; it is 
the law beyond question that where the morta 
wound is given in one county and the victim dies 
in another county the person inflicting the wound 
cannot be tried in either for murder unless there 
is some statute to authorize it. In this respect the 
State of New-Jdersey is just as independent of, and 
foreign to,the United States and the District of 
Columbia as it isto Canada. In support of these 
points Mr. Reed recites the act of the British Par- 
liament of 1548, and gives numerous citations from 


Wharton’s Criminal Law, Chitty’s Criminal Law, 
Sir William Blackstone, Lord Bacon, Hawkins’s 
Pleas of the Crown, MHale’s  Pieas of 
the Crown, United States Circuit Reports, 
and from eases decided in Virginia, 
South Carolina, Massachusetts, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, and the District of 
Columbia. He admits that there are a few de- 
cisions which hold that (under the common law) 
where the stroke and death occur in different 
counties the indictment may be found in the 
county where the wound was inflicted. Butin these 
cases the body was removed to the county where 
the mortal wound was given for the Coroner to 
take an inquest. No inquest was held in this case 
inthe District of Columbia. Connsel therefore 
claim that there being no statutory law governing 
this case, the Criminal Court of the District of 
Columbia bad no jurisdiction to try and sentence 
the defendant. The judgment of the Criminal 
Court, therefore, was erroneous and ought to be 
reversed. 

Mr. Reed proceeded to address the court in sup- 
port of his motion. He felt that, notwithstanding 
the prejudices which he had to contend with and 
which were inseparable from the case, he was ad- 
dressing a tribunal that would hear him patiently 
and decide the case after due deliberation, as it 
ought to be decided. The case was extraordinary 
and unparalleled, simply because of the illustrious 
character of the victim. If the conviction of the 
defendant was erroneous and their Honors should 
so believe, (according to the law,) he had no ques- 
tion but that they would say so fearlessly and im- 
partially. He referred to the British act of 1548 as 
an acttoremedy this defect in England, but as- 
serted that there was no such law in the 
District of Colambia. That was a casus omis- 
sus for which the court was not responsi- 
ble and for which nobody was responsible 
but the Congress of the United States. He quoted 
Blackstone as saying that where a man was wound- 
ed in one county and died in another the offender 
was, at common law, indictable in neither, because 
no complete act of felony was done in any one of 
them, and he argued from this that Guiteau’s 
crime was not committed in the District of Colum- 
bia, because the act was not completed there. 

The Chief-Justice—Does Blackstone say that the 
act of felony was not completed for that reason? 

Mr. Keed—He does not say that; but that is 
what the language means. 

The Chief-J ustice—Is not Blackstone rather com- 

menting on the laches of the law? I suppose that 
the act of felony is pretty complete when the of- 
tender has got through what he has had to do, is 
it not? 
’ Mr. Reed—I shall be happy to satisfy your Honor 
that that is not the law. Where a man gives an- 
other a mortal blow, the crime is not complete 
until the death of the victim occurs. 

The Chief-Justice—The conditions of the crime 
are not consummated except in death. Murder is 
the killing of a man. He is not killea till he dies. 
But the act of felony, as far as the offense is con- 
cerned and as far as the indictment of the offender 
is concerned, is as a fact very complete when he 
gets through with it. 

A further quotation to the same effect from Lora 
Bacon drew from the Chief-Justice the sarcastic 
inquiry whether this was the old metaphysician 
Bacon. Mr. Reed replied that it was the same 
Bacon who wrote the abridgement. A like quota- 
tion from Lord Coke was alluded to by the Chief- 
Justice as ‘ta bald statement coming from the 
grandfather of the law.” “*Who ought to be re- 
spected?’ was the retort of Mr. Reed. ‘*And he 
says,’’ remarked the Chief-Justice, with an air of 
incredulity, “ that the blow is a fiction of law, when 
considered in connection with death.’’ Coming to 
another case decided by the Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin, where the mortal wound was given in Clark 
County and the man died in Grant County, Mr. 
Reed quoted this language: ‘The offense of man- 
slaughter did not consist of the mere shooting and 
wounding the deceased,"’ The Chief-Justice asked 
what there was in the crime in that case that had 
not been complete. 

Mr. Reed—I have tried to make myself under- 
stood that the crime of murder is not complete un- 
til the death of the victim. 

The Chief-Justice—That is so. 
pleted the death ? 

Mr. Reed—The wound caused the death. 

The Chief-Justice—Then the homicide completed 
it, did he not ? 

Mr. Reed—The defendant gave the blow. 

The Chief-Justice—What more did the homicide 
do afterward ? 

Mr. Keed—He did not do anything, but he went 
to jail. 

The Chief-Justice—He did not kill 
again, did he? 

Mr. Reed—No. 

The Chief-Justice—So that the expiration of a 
man’s breath in articulo mortis is a part of the of- 
fense, is it? 

Mr. Reed—So says the law. I amnot responsible 
for the decisions that I have read, and they are cer- 
tainly from respectable authority. 

The Chief-Justice—Yes; as respectable as their 
reasons make them, and no more. 

Mr. Reed—That is a matter for your Honors to 
dispose of. 

The Chief-Justice—I would like to have you tell 
us (orany of these learned Judges that you are 
quoting tell us) what part of the offense remained to 
be completed after the man had got through with 
doing all that he could to kill another—he doing to 
him that which inevitably would kill him? Wheth- 
er there is anything in the fever, or in the short 
breath, or in the last strangulation that enters into 
the aggression on his life? 

Mr. Reed—I answer you in the language of those 
distinguished jurists whom {If have read, who are 
far better able to answer the question than I am. 
They say that the crime is not complete until death 
occurs, and that the death must occurin the juris- 
diction of the court that tries the case. 

The Chief-Justice—Why not leave it on the sen- 
sible ground that a homicide who has committed 
murder shall not be tried save in the place where 
he exerted the violence, and let it rest on dog- 
matism and not on an attempt to reason about it? 

Mr. Reed—If your Honor calls it dogmatism, and 
rests it on that, Iam satisfied. I do not care how 
you do it. Iknow that it is technical, but techni- 
calities may become substance and a necessary 
substance for the protection of life and liberty. It 
is the law to-day throughout the civilized world 
that to constitute the crime of murder the victim 
must die within a yearandaday. If Mr. Garfield 
had lived 30 minutes beyond the one year and one 
day Guiteau would have been saved absolutely, 
with the armor of the law about him. Why? 
Because the law says that if the victim does 
not die within one year and one day it is not 
murder. That is atechnicality, but it is the law 
everywhere throughout the civilized world. If that 
is a technicality and yet is the law, is not this ques- 
tion of the jurisdictionof the court a more grave 
technicality? Does it not present a graver and 
more important question? Your Honors are bound 
by these decisions. ** Siare decisis’ is a motto 
written over every tribunal. Guiteau and myself 
are not responsible for this omission of the law. 
Neither are your Honors. : 

The Chief-Justice—What has been omitved? 

Mr. Reed—Congress has failed to provide for the 
punishment of such a case as this. 

The Chief-Justice—To provide a penalty for tak- 
ing the life of a citizen? 

Mr, Reed—Yes. : 

The Chief-Justice—That is all provified for, is it 
not? AJudgé comesin and says that the offense was 
not complete. Why? Not because a man has not 
shot another man to death,'but because he did not 
happen to die in the place where he was shot—thus 
making the effect of the crime apartof it. It is 
the Judges who have made that law. 

Mr. Keed—Undoubtedly, and the Judges have 
made the common law. What was the common 
law but the decisions of Judges? Nothing else. 

Yhe Chief-Justice—Well, they ought to make it 
pretty good. 

Mr. oe a are frail like the rest of us, 
and they make mistakes like the rest of us, but it is 
aremarkable cireumstance to see so many distin- 
guished lights agree in making this mistake. 

The Chief-Justice—I notice that your doctrine 
grows stronger as you travel back into twilight. 
I have noticed that all the way through. Coke 
puts the proposition a little stronger than any of

hem. 

Mr. Reed—Suppose there were not other author- 
ities on this question than those which I have cited; 
would not your Honor be bound by them ? 

The Chief-Justice—There is a sort of logic that 
merely mixes up the effectof a thing with a thing 

tself. 
Mr Reed—I am not here to say what is logic and 


what is not logic. 1am simply here to say what is 
law. There are a great many absurd things in 
law; still it is law all the same. I desire to press on 
your Honors the case decided in 1806 by Mr. Justice 
Washington and Mr. Justice Peters—men of 
great erudition in the law-—where it was de- 
cided that the death as iwell as the mortal 
stroke must have occurred on the high seas to con- 
stitute a murder there. If this were the only au- 
thority that I could cite your Honors to, I would 
feel bound to say that you ought to follow it. It is 
aD ent stare decisis again. Mr. Reed referred 
to a Kansas decision that was against his argument, 
but declared that that decision should not be con- 
sidered as authority even in a Justice’a court. It 
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was not entitled to any respect. He asked wheth- 
er their Honors would follow that single, isolated 
ease rather than the bulwark of authority which 
he had read and erected. It was a grave question, 
ngipoting the life of & man. 

The Chief-Justice—It is a very grave question. 
But that is not the whole of it. It involves the 
principle whether the tives of citizens are to de- 

end upon the construction of jurisdiction where a 

omieide is committed on one side of a State line 
and the victim dies on the other side. Is the mur- 
derer to escape punishment entirely ? 

Mr. Reed—Of course, if your Honors are disposed 
to cut loose from authority and to sail out without 
chart or compass in an unknown sea of explora- 
tion, I cannot help it. Do not depart from the 
ancient rules. Do not depart from the ancient de- 
cisions. Do not depart from the law. Twenty-six 
States of this Union have passed statutes to rem- 
edy this omission inthe commonlaw. Thatisa 
very strong argument in support of the position 
which I assert. 

The Chief Justice—W hat have they done ? 

Mr. Reed—They have passed laws providing that 
where a blow is given in one county and death 
occurs in another county the indictment may be 
in either county. Why did they do this? Because 
it was known and recognized that it was a necessi- 
ty, else it was a useless act. Mr, Reed went on to 
argue as follows: The crime for which the defend- 
ant was convicted was not begun in any judicial 
district or circuit of the United States as recog- 
nized by law, and it was completed within the 
jurisdiction of a State. It the deceased had died 
in the District of Columbia the offense would 
have been against the United States and not 
against any State. If the defendant had shot the 
deceased at Elberon,in the State of New-Jersey, 
and he had died there, it would have been an 
offense against the State of New-Jersey, and 
not against the United States, and no 
United States court would haye had any 
jurisdiction over it. This is evident. Suppose the 
defendant had shot the deceased at Elberon, in the 
State of New-Jersey, instead of the District of 
Columbia, and he had been brought into the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and died there, would any United 
States court in New-Jersey in such a case have 
jurisdiction to try him? Clearly not. Without 
some act of Congress the Criminal Court of the 
District of Columbia would not in such a case have 
any jurisdiction. Thus, I believe, I have clearly 
shown that the Criminal Court of the District of 
Columbia had no jurisdiction to try and sentenee 
the defendant. Section 845, page 99, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the District of Columbia {fs as fol- 
lows, viz.: 

“To enable any person convicted by the judgment 
of the court to apply fora writ of error in all cases 
when the judgment shall be death or confinement in 
the penitentiary, the court shall, on application of the 
party accused, postpone the final execution thereof? to 
a reasonable time beyond the next term of the court, 
nos snsese ps in any case 80 days after the end of 
such term.” 


The defendant was sentenced on the 4th day of 
February, A. D., 1882, which day was in and during 
the December term, A. D. 1881, of the Criminal 
Court, The next term of the General Term of the 
Supreme Court after the sentence began on the 
fourth Monday of April. 1882, and will continue till 
the fourth Monday of October, 1882. The defend- 
ant was sentenced to be executed on the 20th day 
of June, 188. The date of his execution 
should by law have been fixed on 
day within 80 days after the fourth Monday 
of October, 1882. It needs no authority to show 
that a judgment of a court of sentence to death is 
null and void if the day fixed for the execution of 
the sentence is not authorized by law. In this 
case the day fixed for the execution of the de- 
fendant is not only not authorized by law, but is 
expressly prohibited by law. The section (845) 
above quoted is not merely permissive—it is man- 
datory. The language is: “The court shall,’’ &e. 
The words ‘‘to a reasonable time beyond the next 
term of the court”’ must evidently mean and refer 
to the next General Term of the Supreme Court, 
and not to the next term of the Ctiminal Court. The 
manifest object of the statute was to give the ac- 
cused ample time to have his case heard by the 
Judges of the General Term of the Supreme Court. 
This object of the statute is clear from its lan- 
guage. It says: "To enable any person convicted 
by the judgment of the court to apply for a writ of 
error,” &c. Such writ of error can be heard only 
in and by the General Term of the court. Where 
terms of court are fixed by law, each term con- 
tinues from the day the court. convenes to the day 
designated by law for the commencement of the 
nextsucceedingterm. ‘The period from the fourth 
Monday of April, 1882, to the fourth Monday of 
October, 1882, constitutes the April term, whether 
or not the Judges thereof hold the court every day 
during that time. 

Passing on to his exceptions to Judge Cox’s 
charge to the jury, Mr. Keed paid a tribute to that 
Judge's patience, candor, and impartiality, and dis- 
avowed any idea of unkind criticism or censure, 
liis first exception was to Judge Cox's declaration 
as to the doctrine of reasonable doubt. He claimed 
that the defense was entitled to a broad, bold, open 
instruction that if the jury had a reasonable doubt, 
from the evidence, of the sanity of the accused at 
the time of the commission of the act, the jury 
should give the accused the benefit of the doubt, 
and was bound to acquit him. He complained that 
Judge Cox's instructions on that point Were so In- 
volved and mixed as to be beyond the comprelhen- 
sion of 12 ordinary men. 

The Chief-Justice—Unless they were fools they 
could understand that, could they not? 

At this stage of the argument, Mr. Davidge sug- 
gested thatas Mr. Reed appeared to be somewhat 
fatigued and could not possibly finish the argu- 
ment to-day, the court should adjourn earlier than 
usual, 

The Chief-Justice thereupon ordered an adjourn- 
ment and the court, at 1:10, adjourned.

STATE HEALTH BOARD MATTERS. 

ALBANY, May 9.—The State Board of Health 
held its quarterly meeting here to-day. There were 
present Dr. E. M. Moore, President; the Hon. 
Erastus Brooks, Dr. J. Savage Delavan, Dr. 
William W. Smith, Health Officer Prof, C, 
F. Chandler, Attorney-General Russell, Dr. 
James G. Hunt, and Dr. Elisha Harris. The 
Sanitary Committee submitted a supplementary 
report on sugar py Albert L. Colby, Ph. B., showing 
that the sugar sold in New-York is not adulterated 
to any great extent, although much adulter- 


ated sugar is here prepared for the Western 
market. The Committee on External and Internal 
Quarantine reported, through Dr. William M, 
Smith, the efforts that had been made by Dr. Smith 
as Health Officer of the port to check the importa- 
tion of small-pox through immigrants and the 
difficulties that had attended his action by reason 
of the expense of subsisting cases who refused to 
comply with the requirements of quarantine. The 
following resolution was adopted by the board: 

Resolved, That in view of the vast number of 
emigrants entering our country through the port 
and State of New-York. and the labor in- 
volved in vaccinating and eco y them 
and the people of the United States against 
small-pox, the State Hoard of Health of New- 
York hereby recommends that the Health 
Officer of the Port of New-York should he as- 
sisted by the National Board of Health in detray- 
ing such unusual expenses as are incident 
to the examination of emigtant passengers and 
the vaccination of insufficientiy protected  per- 
sons arriving at sald port; and if, in the 
opinion of the Health Officer of the port 
and the President and _ Secretary of this 
board, it is important to establish temporarily an in- 
spection of emigrant passengers at Hornelisville and 
Rochester for further safeguards against contagion, 
sald officers are hereby authorized to request assist- 
ance of a like nature from said National board and to 
have charge of such temporary service.

THE SOUTHERN BAPTISTS. 

GREENVILLE, 8, C., May 9.—The Southern 
Baptist Convention will meet in this city at 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning. The convention will be 
composed of delegates from all the Baptist churches 
in the Southern States. Three hundred and fifty 


delegates are expected and as many visitors. At 
a meeting here this afternoon of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Baptist Theological Seminary at Louis- 
ville, Ky., that institution was reported to be in 
good financial condition. It now has a 
large endowment fund, of which $204,000 
is securely invested. In addition to this, 
real estate to the amount of $100,000 is owned 
by the seminary and over $150,000 in personal 
bonds, a large proportion of which will be paid. 
During the last session 94 
in attendance, representing all 
States, several Northern States, 
The students have been occupled on Sun- 
days in mission work in Louisville. Seven 
mission schools have been established in Louis- 
ville. with an average attendance of 750. 
The expenses of these schools have been met by 
Baptists of Louisville. Tho Rev. J. B. Boyce, D. D., 
is Chairman of the seminary Faculty, Drs. John A. 
Broadus, Basil Mandi, and W. H. Whitsett are 
members of the Facuity, and the Rev. G. W. Rig- 
gan is Assistant Professor. It is intended to carry 
on the work of endowing the seminary. At 
a meeting of the Trustee, the reports of the 
General Agent, Treasurer, ana Faculty were read 
and referred, and will come up for action during the 
progress of the Convention. Among the prominent 
clérical delegates present are the members of the 
seminary Faculty, Dr. Windler, of Alabama; Dr. 
Hatcher, of Richmond; Dr. Eaton, of Ken- 
tucky; Dr. Mell, Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and Dr. Crane, President 
of the Baylor University of Texas. The 
Convention, not being an ecclesiastical or legisla- 
tive body. has no authority over churches or indi- 
viduals, but is simply an advisory council.

From the post-mortem examination {t 
was ascertained that the ball which killed Walter 
Rountree was of large calibre and fired from a 
central fire cartridge, the kind belonging to a pistol 
in the hands of young Rountree's brother, while 
the ball from the negroes’ pistol was of an entirely 
different calibre. In consequence of this discovery 
a bill was sent in to the Grand Jury of Clark 
County for assault with intent to murder agains 
Echols and Johnson.

‘THE LEHIGH VALLEY’S NEW CoNTRACT~ 
* RAILROAD REPORTS AND OTHER MATTERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—The Directors of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company this afternoon 
approved the contract with the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company by which an 
increased coal traffic is expected.

ELEVATED RAILROAD TAXATION. 
MAYOR GRACE REPLIES TO JAY GOULD—THE 
*CITY MUST HAVE ITS OWN. 


Mayor Grace yesterday prepared a letter to 
Jay Gould in response to the latter’s recent com- 
munication to the Mayor regarding the taxation of 
the elevated railroads fn this City. Mr. Gould, in 
his letter, intimated that the compantes were pre- 
pared to settle their taxes on the basis of assess- 
ment adopted as to the property of other corpora- 
tions in the City. This offer, the Mayor says, is ex- 
betly the basis upon which the companies have 
been assessed. The fact is, says the Mayor, that 


the elevated railway companies, .ogether with a 
number of other corporations, nave been endeayor- 
ing to escape the payment of not apart only, but 
all of their taxes on their capita! stock for the 
years 1880 and 1881, and for no other reason than 
to make this impossible of success the bill to which 
Gould refers was prepared by the Counsel to the 
Corpo:ation of his own motion, and upon his sug- 
vestion submitted by him, the Controlier, and the 
Mayor to the Legislature for enactment. In con- 
tinuation, Mayor Grace says: 

** T desire to wrong no one, but I intend, so far as 
lies in my pores, to see that the City has its own. 
So far as there have been clerical errors or errors 
of appraisal in assessing, not only your companies 
but any other corporations whatsoever, I am hearti- 
ly in favor of their rectification, I have had 
prepared a substitute for section 7 of the Senate 
bill No. 164, a eopy of which Linclose. The pro- 
visions of this proposed section you will observe 
will affect all companies alike and will enable them 
to litigate all questions other than the one as to 
whether they are to escape taxation altogether for 
local purposes for the years in question. If this 
be acceptable to you, you will be enabled to have 
the validity of and claims determined by a legal 
tribunal which has complete jurisdiction. If you still 
desire to test the question as to your right to alto- 
gether escape taxation upon your capital through a 
technicality, I can readily see why this proposition 
shouid not be acceptable to you; and you in turn 
can as readily see that any negotiation between us 
would be a simple mockery; but since you your- 
self have pronounced against ‘discriminating in 
favor of or against any particular corporation,” I 
foresee that the amendment which I propose will 
be entirely satisfactory to you. Astothe bills Nos. 
119 and 120, the first of which would substitute a 
payment for the use of the streets in lieu of taxes, 
and the second of which provides for the payment 
of a percentage on the gross receipts of your com- 
panies asa substitute for taxation, I must confess 
that, notwithstanding your profound assurances 
that your companies seek no pecuniary benefit 
from the bills, | can see no reason why there 
should be one system of taxation for these partio- 
ular corporations and another system for all other 
corporations.” 

Referring to the sworn statement of the Presi- 
dent of the Manhattan Company that the capital 
stock of $13,000,000 had been paid in, and the 
market value of the capital stock at that time, 52 
in 1880 and 33 in 1881, the Mayor says the Commis- 
sioners of Taxes assessed the stock at the price 
the officers of the company were getting for it in 
open market. The Mayor, in conclusion, says: 
“ Under the circumstances of the case I must con- 
tinue to oppose Senate bills Nos. 119 and 120, and 
section 7 of Senate bill No. 164, but should be most 
happy to see your companies left by such a provi- 
sion as I have suggested to litigate as to the spe- 
cific amount of taxes which they shall pay, but not 
to litigate their right absolutely to escape taxation 
‘vy the community whose franchises it enjoys.”

AID FOR THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 
Among the passengers who arrived in this 
City on the Cunard steamer Servia on Monday was 
Mr. George ‘Samuel Yates, who has recently been 
appointed Honorary Commissioner from the Lord 
Mayor of London and the Mansion House Jewish 
Relief Committee, to present their views to the va- 


rious Hebrew emigrant aid and kindred societies 
in America and Canada. Mr. Yates is vis- 
jting this country on private business, and 
his labor as Commissioner is entirely gratuitous. 
Yesterday morning Mr. Yates addressed a letter to 
Mr. M. A. Kursheedt, the Managing Secretary of 
the Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society of this City, in 
which he states that his mission here is simply to 
explain the organization for the assistance of Jew- 
ish emigrants which is now in course of adoption 
by the English and European committees; and in 
return to ask for the fullest information as to what 
is being doneinthis country. He states that he 
will call upon the Jewish committees in Philadel- 
phia, Washington, Richmond, Baltimore, Boston, 
and Montreal toward the end of this month or the 
ist of June, and in conclusion trusts * to be able to 

romote that spirit of harmony between the Eng- 
ish and American committees so necessary to the 
cen qgt working out of the great cause they all 

ave at heart.’’ Subsequently, Mr. Yates hada 
confidential interview with Mr. Kursheedt, which 
was of a most satisfactory nature to both gentle- 
men. Mr. Yates will meet with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society this 
morning, and expects to leave the City ina few 
days to confer with other societies, as his stay in 
this country will be of limited duration. 

Mr. Yates said to a Trwrs reperter that the Man- 
sion House committee expected a very large emi- 
gration of Russian Jews to the United States this 
Summer, but that only the better class of artisans 
and able-bodied men and women would be sent 
here. He sald thata numberof Jews are being 
sent to Palestine and Turkey. Definite plans have 
not yet been arranged for the organized reception 
and distribution of emigrants, but these will be 
formed as soon as Mr. Yates is able to confer with 
the Mansion House committee.

COMMON COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 

Alderman Brady presented to the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday a long preamble, reciting the 
fact that the employes of Martin B. Brown, the 
City printer, had asked for an increase of wages to 
pnable them “to live respectably,”’ and had been 
refused, and he offered a resolution requesting Mr. 
Brown “to accede to the demands of his em- 


ployes.”” Alaerman McClave remarked that he 
was utterly unable to understand what business 
the Common Council had to interfere with the 
business of a private individual, and moved to lay 
the resolution on the table. A howl went up from 
the Tammany corner, and the motion was lost by 
pe vote of 11to0 10. Then Alderman Strack moved 
to refer the matter to the Committee on Salaries 
and Officers, with instructions to report next wees. 
This motion was adopted. Alderman Hall in- 
troduced a resolution asking the Legislature not to 
pass Assembly bill No, 455, to incorporate the 
Terminai Warehouse, Elevating, and Dock Com- 
any, on tbe ground that it created an 
tresponsible corporation, and gave it absolute 
control of the streets of the City. The resolution 
was laid over. Areport was made by the Com- 
mittee on Financein favorof the adoption of a 
resolution asking Congress to pass a bill for the 
sale of the old Post Office property in Nassau- 
street. Alderman Fitzpatrick said he understood 
Mayor Grace—“the poor, simple fellow down 
stairs’’—was in favor of the resolution. He there- 
fore opposed it, and made his regular weekly at- 
tack upon the Mayor. Alderman McClave sup- 
ported the resolution, Alderman Roosevelt de- 
fended the Mayor, and the resolution was then 
adopted. The Law Committee reported against 
the proposition to repeal the ordinance licensing 
theatre ticket speculators, and the report was ac- 
cepted. A resolution was also adopted requesting 
the Board of Health and the Fire and Building De- 
partment to make a thorough examination of all 
she public school buildings in the City after July 15.

SHOOTING WITH INTENT TO KILL. 
John M. McFall, a painter, was placed on 
trial before Judge Gildersleeve, in General Ses- 
sions, yesterday, on an indictment charging him 
with felonious assault with intent to kill. The 
prisoner shot his wife, Ella C., on the 4th ult., in- 


flicting two wounds which very nearly proved 
fatal. It was atone time feared that the woman 
would die, and the Coronor considered it advisable 
to take her statement. On the day in question Mc- 
Fall, who had been living apart from his wife, vis- 
fted the apartments of the latter, at No. 295 Bast 
Twenty-sixth-street, and found her sitting, sewing. 
She greeted him in a friendly manner; but instead 
of returning the salutation, he walked behind 
her chair and fired two shots from a small 
revolver. One bail entered the back of 
the neck, and the other the _ forehead. 
The injured woman was taken to Bellevue Hos- 

ital, where she remained three weeks before, she 
bad sufficiently recovered to appear in court as 
complainant. After the occurrence MoFall ran 
away, but was arrested within three days by Capt. 
Clinchy, of the Eighteenth Precinct. On the trial 
yesterday Mrs. MoFall testified against her hus- 
band. She is still weak, and spoke with such diffi- 
culty that the stenographer had to repeat her evi- 
dence to the jury. The prisoner swore that he had 
been drinking for some time before the shooting, 
and knew nothing of what had occurred on the 
day of the shooting. The jury found him guilty of 
the charge set forth in the indictment, the penalty 
of which is10 years in State prison. He was re- 
manded for sentence by Judge Gildersleeve.

But one vote was cast in- the Assembly 
against Mr. RoosgvE.tT’s motion to recall 
from the Senate the resolution to adjourn 
on May 18. The motion was made on the 
express ground that the Legislature cannot 
afford to adjourn before receiving and act- 
ing on the report of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee now engaged in the Westbrook-Ward 
investigation, and it was accompanied by 
the statement, which Mr. RoosEveut said he 
made after due deliberation, and as a 
reflex of the opinion of some of the 
most eminent lawyers of this City, 
that Judge WerstsBrooxk ought to be 
impeached. The evidence. already taken 
before the committee has amply sustained 
the truth of the charges made in Tae Times, 
it has silenced all but the most impudent of 
the newspaper advocates of the Judge, and 
it has left a very decided impression alike 
on the public and the legal profession that 
he has disgraced the Bench. Neither the 
Assembly, which ordered the investigation 
with obvious reluctance, nor the committee, 
which undertook it with but little faith in 
its utility, is now likely to attempt any fur- 
ther trifling with the subject. 


Some amendments to the general railroad 
law of the State were passed in the Assem- 
bly yesterday without any one appearing to 
know very distinctly what they were in- 
tended to accomplish. They appear as As- 


sembly bill No. 396, introduced by Mr. C. 
S. Baker, and on the surface do not seem 
to have any more occult design than to 
enable railroad companies to perfect their 
title to real estate in cases where it has 
been found to be defective. But, as our 
correspondent remarks, the unsuspected re- 
vival of the Forty-second-street horse rail- 
road job in another general bill shows the 
necessity for scrutinizing all such legislation 
with unusual care. Only a few experts in 
such matters can appreciate the full signifi- 
cance of a word or phrase in bills of 
this character, and members are alto- 
gether too ready to give their approval 
to acts of which they know neither 
the origin nor the meaning. That there is 
other support which can be had for a con- 
sideration nobody in the least familiar with 
the history of the Forty-second-street scheme 
can doubt. If we mistake not, the pro- 
moters of that job claim to have issued 
$1,500,000 in stock and several hundred 
thousand dollars in bonds, while it does not 
appear that they have built more than a 


mile of road. What has become of 


the stock perhaps Mr. Jacon M. Patrerson 
and some of his coincorporators can tell. 
The effort to get for nothing a franchise 
which is worth a quarter of.a million of 
dollars necessarily involves the formation of 


a community of interest between legislators 
and promoters. 


OUR MERCHANT MARINE. 
Senator Bayarp, of Delaware, addressed 
to the members of the Chamber of Commerce 


on the occasion of their annual dinner last 


evening some instructive words on ‘The 
Decline of the Merchant Marine of the 


United Sitates.”’? It is a subject upon which 
many words have been bestowed in the 
last year or two, but we do not re- 


member to have seen the causes of the 


languishing condition of our shipping 
trade more clearly and tersely put than in 
the brief address of the Senator from Dela- 
ware. Toset forth the causes of that con- 
dition with clearness is to suggest the reme- 


dy, for the removal of the causes is all that 


is necessary to produce a revival. The 


enterprise and energy of our people can 
be trusted to build up any industrial in- 
terest for which the country is fitted and 
which is important to its material pros- 


perity, provided only no impediments 
or difficulties are placed in their 
way with which their rivals do not have to 
contend. No country in the world has, ap- 
parently, greater advantages for building up 
and sustaining a great shipping trade than 
our own, and thereisno other country to 
whose prosperity and security such a trade 
could contribute more. In the nature of 
things, then, with our vast line of sea-coast, 
our wealth of material, our productive ac- 
tivity, and our position facing the two sides 
of the Old World hemisphere, we ought to 
have the most flourishing merchant marine 
on the face of the globe. But we have it 
not, and it is well we seek for the cause of 
this effect, for clearly ‘‘ this effect defective 
comes by cause.”’ 

The ‘‘ decline’ of our merchant marine is 
a familiar story. We all know how it was 
swept from the sea during the war, and how 
in the great change from wood and sail to 
iron and steam we were left in the lurch be- 
cause we were in no position to give intelli- 
gent attention to the subject while the revo- 
lution was going on. But it is useless to 
dwell on the causes of decline. That is 
an accomplished fact. Itis deplorable, but 
there is no use in deploring it. The ques- 
tion of vital interest now pertains to the 
failure to revive. Why do we not, in spite 
of the start which rival nations have got, 
take our place in the race and gradually 
build up our shipping interests? Is it be- 
cause we cannot or because we will not? 
This is a question over which there has been 
much futile disputation. It is fruitless to 
indulge in conjectures as to our ability to do 
what we give ourselves no chance of doing. 
We certainly cannot do it under the stran- 
gling policy which the Government has for 
years been permitted to pursue. 

It is disputed whether we could under 
any circumstances compete with England in 
building iron and steel steam-ships. If we 
were to make the circumstances favorable 
and try it, the matter would soon be demon- 
strated, and there would be no further 
occasion for dispute or arguments based on 


speculation and abstraction. Mr. Bayarp 


quotes from the statements of a practical 
ship-builder to show that we are at no ma- 
terial disadvantage other than that created 
by the policy of the Government. If oppres- 
sive tariff charges on materials were re- 
moved there would be a_ substantial 
balance of advantages so far as their 


cost is concerned, and the higher rate |.

tions build iron steam-ships in competition 
with England has a reasonable basis, but we 
cannot tell to a certain'y until we try. But 
we shall not build ships until we can profit- 
ably use them. If vessels were given to us 
we could not compete in the carrying trade 
under burdens and disadvantages from 
which our rivals are free. The exactions 
for admeasurements, surveys, entries, 
clearances, consular fees, and general 
and local taxation which burden our 
shipping would not allow it to thrive, no 
matter how cheaply vessels might be built 
or bought. Itis useless to specuiate upon 
our ability to take our share in the carrying 
trade of the world while such burdens and 
restrictions are put upon our shipping, and 
if they were removed there would be no oc- 
casion for speculation. It would speedily 
become a matter of demonstration. 


There is another point of vital importance 
The 
merchant marine of any nation is mainly 
engaged in foreign commerce, and its im- 
portance and value depend largely on the 
extent of the foreign trade of that nation. 
We have long been pursuing a policy which 
not only strangles ship-building and swamps 
the carrying trade of the country, 
but restricts and obstructs all com- 
mercial intercourse with other nations. 
Foreign commerce is a system of exchange 
for mutual profit. If we would sell largely 
we must buy freely and make our gains both 
ways. If we would throw down the bar- 
riers to foreign intercourse, remove the bur- 
dens from shipping, and take off the clogs 
from ship-building, we should soon find out 
whether we could compete with the rest of 
the world and hold our own as a maritime 
nation or not, and until we do that it is 
senseless to whine over the condition of our 
merchant marine and the ascendency of 
other nations in markets which we ought to 
control. Neither diplomacy nor subsidies 
will enable us to run arace with our legs 
bound and a pack on our back. 


LEY ON ORE SANS AOI AE 
MR. BUCKNER ON SILVER. 

The principal reason why Mr. Buckner, 
of Missouri, thinks that the tax-payers of 
the United States should contribute twenty- 
four millions of dollars a year for the pur- 
chase of silver is that it encourages silver 
mining. As to the fact, there is no sort of 
doubt; as to the inference based upon the 
fact, there is room for much doubt. Un- 
doubtedly it is extremely encouraging to the 
owners of silver mines to have a market 
fixed in advance for 60 per cent. of 
their product. <A like arrangement would 


be equally encouraging to farmers and lum- 
bermen, to stock-raisers and fishermen, to 


shoe-makers and tailors, and there is no more 


reason why the people of the country should 
be taxed for the protection and encourage- 
ment of the owners of silver mines than for 
that of these other classes. Indeed, the 
taxation in the former case is more outra- 


geous than it would be in the latter, because 


such men as Senator Farr and Senator 


JONES and the other ‘‘ bonanza kings’’ do 
not at all need protection. It is a singular 
sort of justice which Mr. BUCKNER preaches, 
to tax the small farmer and the mechanic in 


order to increase the profits of the million- 
aires of Nevada. 


But, says Mr. Buckner, this ‘great in- 
dustry’’ gives ‘‘employment, directly or in- 
directly, to a hardy and enterprising popu- 
lation of mot less than a half-million souls,’’ 


and ‘‘affords a valuable market for the 


manufactures and agricultural productions 
of other sections of the country.”’ It adds 
‘annually more than $40,000,000 to the pro- 
ductive wealth of the country;’’ it ‘‘should 
be encouraged and not destroyed by un- 


wise, theoretical, and sentimental legisla- 


tion.” We have heard this sort of argu- 


ment before. It is freely used to support 
taxation for the benefit of the copper mine 
owners, whose profits have multiplied the 
value of their capital stock ten times in as 


many years, and it is resorted to to uphold 
taxation for the Bessemer steel mills, whose 
profits, according to the census, were nearly 
70 per cent. in 1880. It is the logic of 
Robin Hood, reversed. He stole from the 
rich and gave part to the poor. The ‘“‘pro- 
tection’”’ of silver and copper and steel steals 
from every one and gives all to the rich. 
As to the benefit to the ‘‘ hardy and enter- 
prising’’ men employed, that is pure delu- 
sion. The employers take the money, and 
give just as much to their employes as they 
are forced to give by the market price, and 
not a silver dime in addition; the remainder 
goes into their own pockets. If this be not 
true, let Mr. Buckner cite an authentic in- 
stance of one silver mine paying higher 
wages than can be had in other similar em- 
ployments. He cannot do it. As to the 
‘‘valuable market for manufactures and 
agricultural productions,’’ that, too, is de- 
lusion. What is the net advantage to the 
rest of the country in being taxed to buy sil- 
ver in order that silver miners may have 
money to buy wheat and pork, shoes and 
shirts? It is only taking money out of one 
pocket to put it into the other, with the cer- 
tainty that a large percentage will, during 
the transfer, go to the mine-owners. 

But, says Mr. Buckner, our coinage of 
silver has tended to keep up the price and 
to ‘‘prevent it becoming one of the baser 
metals.’”? Unquestionably it has. And if 
this country should increase its coinage suf- 
ficiently it could bring the price of silver 
back to where it was in 1878, and then the 
great problem of bi-metallism would be 
solved for the time being, and Mr. Buckner 
and Mr. Farr and Mr. Jones would be hap- 
py as long as the country could stand the 
strain. The United States are a very rich 
nation, and if they choose to buy enough 
of any commodity every year they can 
keep the price at any figure that 
they may fix. But who gains any- 
thing by such a process? Not the 
tax-payer certainly. On the contrary, he 
loses. Not the laboring miner; he gets no 
more than the average rate of wages. It is 
always the capitalist who gains, and he only. 
Now, to let the capitalist take care of him- 
self, and to stop taxing the earnings of the 
people for his benefit is not, as Mr. BuckNeR 
assumes, ‘‘theoretical’’ or ‘‘ sentimental 
legislation.” It is cold common sense and 
fair play as between the people on the one 
hand and the bonanza kings on the other. 

Mr. Buckner is for silver ‘‘first, last, and 
all the time,’’ as the politician’s slang has it. 
He would not stop its coinage; he would not 
withdraw the certificates; he would not wait 

or_an international agreement; he would 


~ 


not care whether our coinage ratio was like 
that of the rest of the world or not; he 
would simply go on piling up the silver in- 
definitely and at any cost, and he has a sub- 
lime faith that after a while the rest of the 
world would come around to his views 
and everything would be lovely. He 
would especially regard it as a blunder 
and a crime to increase the quantity 
of silver in our standard dollar 
sufficiently to make it really worth as much 
asa gold dollar. That would be “hostility 
to silver’’ which, in Mr. BucKNER’s estima- 
tion, is a species of sacrilege. Moreover, it 
would be following the ‘‘ bad examples”’ of 
England and Germany, and Mr. Buckner 
is too much of a patriot not to cling to the 
belief that America is entitled to a strictly 
American system of finance which shall be 
in harmony with her free institutions, her 
vast prairies, and her unrivaled mountains, 
Happily, the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency, over which in the palmy days 
of Democratic supremacy Mr. BucKNER was 
wont to preside, does not now follow that 
gentleman’s peculiar lead. On the con- 
trary, it has agreed to report a bill which 
will stop the increase of silver certifi- 
cates and confine the coinage of silver dol- 
lars to such amount as may be required for 
actual circulation, It has determined on 
this policy because it believes that, even 
from the bi-metallic point of view, we shall 
thus promote the purposes of the Silver 
bill; that other nations really desiring the 
restoration of silver will aid in bringing it 
about more readily if they are told that this 
country will not bear the burden alone; and 
that if other nations refuse their aid, per- 
sistence in our present policy can only result 
in driving gold from the country and leaving 
us with a currency made up exclusively of 
silver and paper redeemable in silver. In 
which belief the committee is clearly right. 





THE BURDEN OF CHALMERS. 

Ex-Representative CHALMERS, of Missis- 
sippi, threatens to invade the Republican 
Party. And, what is more to the purpose, 
he will ally himself with that variety of Re- 
publicans known in Mississippi as ‘* Liber- 
als.’”” The Liberal or Anti-Bourbon Party 
in Mr. CHaLMERs’s State has suffered much, 
endured much, and has borne with patience 
many trials of its faith. The accession of 
CHALMEES is the last feather added to its 
weight of woes. But Mr. CHALMERS ap- 
pears to have his grievances, also. He 
claims that he has been most outrageously 
treated by his fellow-Democrats; and, 
in consequence of this, he proposes to move 


over into the camp of the opposition, bag 
and baggage. When the Democrats of 


Mississippi redistricted the State they were 


at their wits’ end to finda way to carry the 
State without killing the Republicans who 
were left on hand. Accordingly, after much 
cogitation, they decided that they might as 
well give up one Congressional district to 


the Republicans, and, by putting all the 


strong Republican counties into a single 


district, and leave the other districts with 
Democratic votes enough to make 
contests in each. The counties along 
the Mississippi River were, overwhelmingly 


Republican, It would be hopeless to at- 


tempt to carry any district, or districts, of 


which many of these counties should form 
a part. One district, stretching from the 
northern end to the southern end of the 
State, and being formed of a single tier of 
river counties, was set off, so to speak, as a 


Republican district, This was the notori- 


ous ‘Shoestring District,”’ and its bounda- 


ries on any map showed it to be a curiosity 
of gerrymandering. Nothing like it has 
even been seen before in the history of 
politics. , 


But Mr. CHALMERS was equal to the oc- 


casion, Although the district was conced- 


ed to the Republicans, and had been, in 
point of fact, carved out to separate them 
from the residue of the voters of the State, 
CHALMERS contrived to make it appear that 


he had been elected to Congress from it. By 


fraud, violence, and various other modifica- 
tions of the ‘‘ Mississippi plan,’? CHALMERS 
actually pretended that he had a majority 
of the votes cast in this confessedly 
Republican district. Of course, the Bour- 
bon Governor joyfully gave him a 
certificate of election, and, with this prima 
facie evidence in his favor, he took his seat 
while the man who was lawfully and fairly 
elected—Mr. Lyncn—waited outside until 
the claims of this impudent impostor could 
be investigated. In the meantime,, appar- 
ently troubled that he should be pre- 
tending to represent a Republican district 
in Congress, CmALMERS quarreled with 
the Democratic managers, who had 
again redistricted the State, com- 
plaining that they had put too many Repub- 
licans into his district. Of course, the'reply 
to this might have been that it never was in- 
tended that a Democrat should assume that 
he could be elected from that district. But 
this fact could not be publicly proclaimed, 
and CHALMERS wrote a letter grumbling 
about the scurvy treatment to which he had 
been subjected by his own party friends, and 
refusing to run again for Congress. 

A worse blow fell upon him when the 
Democrats in the House refused to stand by 
him in defense of his fraudulent claims. 
The shamelessness of his pretensions was so 
thoroughly exposed that even the most bit- 
terly partisan Democrats were obliged to see 
that CHALMERS had no right to a seat in the 
House, and that Lyncnm was overwhelmingly 
and fairly elected. A few hot-headed Dem- 
ocrats attempted to defeat the proposition 
to unseat CHALMERS by resorting to the 
tactics of dilatory motions; but RANDALL 
and other shrewd leaders of the party, alive 
to the fact that CHaLmxrs’s claim was a 
gross fraud, prevailed in their efforts to sup- 
press so emphatic a demonstratton of sym- 
pathy with wrong-doing as this would have 
been, and CHaLmrErs was sent home in dis- 
grace. Naturally, this failure of his party to 
‘stand by’’ him made CHALMERS Very angry. 
He evidently thought that there should not 
have been so many Republicans left alive in 
his district, and, seeing that he had bull-dozed 
and cheated his way toa seat in Congress, 
he should have been supported by his party 
in the House, right or wrong. This was 
the view taken by the organ of the South 
Carolina Bourbons, which, commenting on 
the case, said: ‘‘ Gen. CHALMEKs is a Dem- 
crat, abd that is reaso enough for sticking 
tohim and making. fight on him to ex- 
tremities.”’ : 

In the language of Hosea Biglow, “‘ Gin- 
eral 0. ia a dreffle smart man.‘’ But he has.

been driven out of the Democratic Party by 


its squeamishness, The Democrats of Mis- 
sissippi have failed +o redistrict the State so 
as to make it possible to carry all of its Con- 
gressmen for ‘‘the grand old party” of fraud 
and violence. The Democrats in Congress 
have declined to make themselves accessory 
to his outrageous frauds by blocking 
legislation until he was left unmolested 
in a seat to which he had no claim. ‘There 
is a law of Congress forbidding the forma- 
tion of Congressional districts by the ag- 
gregation of counties and parts of counties 
that are not contiguous to each other.

AN EXPENSIVE AGENT. 

It is sometimes a very dangerous thing to 
own real estate. There are suburban towns 
in the neighborhood of this City where, if a 
man owns 2 house, he is in danger of bank- 
ruptcy, and if he owns two or three houses 
his friends have to take up a collection in 
order to provide him with an occasional din- 
ner and a second-hand coat. Mr. Samuel 
Smith, one of our best if not most widely 
known citizens, has suffered severely from 
the ownership of real estate, and his case, 
being one of exceptional hardship, is worth 
mentioning at some length. 

A few years ago Mr. Smith was the proud 
possessor of a dozen cottages in a New-Jer- 
sey village. They were as comfortable and 
attractive as most suburban cottages, and 
while he had the personal supervision of 


, them were well managed. Not wishing to 


be troubled with the details of house letting 
and repairing, Mr. Smith employed an 
agent—one Robinson by name—at a large 
salary, to look after the cottages, and, in 
fact, to manage the entire suburban Smith 
property. The agent wasa man of fair rep- 
utation, and Mr. Smith, having full confi- 
dence in him, went to Europe and was ab- 
sent four years. 

During his employer’s absence, Mr. Rob- 
inson managed the cottages as seemed good 
in his eyes, and the result was that on Mr. 
Smith’s return he found bills amounting to 


eleven millions of dollars for repairs ordered 
by the agent. Greatly astonished at this, 


Mr. Smith carefully examined each bill and 


closely questioned Mr. Robinson, thus ob- 
taining a good deal of valuable information 
as to the latter’s system of managing sub- 
urban cottages. 

It appeared that no sooner had Mr. Rob- 


inson received his appointment as agent 


than he began to repair and alter the cot- 


ages. He said to himself that cottage No. 
1 was not quite as comfortable as a cottage 
that had recently been built somewhere on 
Long Island, and he therefore proceeded to 


alter it, He put twelve bay windows into 


it, and added a new story to it, 


and raised the foundations twelve feet. 
Tien he pulled down all the parti- 
tions between the rooms and built new 
ones in their places. He furnished the 


whole cottage with new furniture, selling 


the old furniture, which was in excellent 


condition, for fire-wood, and he tore down 


all the fences and replaced them with stone 
walls. Pleased by the effect produced by 
these changes, he treated all the other cot- 


tages in the same way. The cottages had 


originally cost $5,000 each, and the repairs 


to each one, including new furniture, cost 
$30,000. Of course, this was a large sum, 
but as Mr. Robinson justly said, what Mr. 
Smith wanted was that his cottages should 
be comfortable and attractive. 


The next act of the intelligent agent was 


to put new ranges and boilers in the cottages. 
He tore out the old ranges, which had cost 
$150 each and were still in a serviceable con- 
dition, and putin new ranges, costing $55,000 
each. These were really admirable ranges, 
with the trifling exception that nothing 
could be cooked on them and that they were 
constantly getting out of repair. At the end 
of each of the six months during Mr. Smith’s 
absence, Mr. Robinson put new ranges into 
the cottages, selling the old ones for scrap- 
iron at half acenta pound. Thus it hap- 
pened that Mr. Smith’s bill for ranges and 
repairs to ranges amounted to $2,'750,000 in 
the course of four years—asum which really 
astonished that respectable gentleman. 

At the end of his first year of office, Mr, 
Robinson decided that the cottages needed 
still further improvements. Thereupon he 
took off the extra stories that he had placed 
upon them, lowered the foundations twelve 
feet, pulled down the stone walls in order 
to put up wire fences, and supplied each 
house with a new set of furniture. The 
cost of these improvements was a little over 
a million dollars, but, on the whole, Mr. 
Robinson felt that he had been really eco- 
nomical. 

Early in the following year, Mr. Robinson 
came to the conclusion that frame houses 
were out of date, and that stone was the 
only proper material with which to build. 
Accordingly, he pulled down all the cot- 
tages and erected stone ones of the same size. 
He paid $700,000 to each of the twelve con- 
tractors who built the new cottages, but 
when they were completed and furnished 
with the very best of new furniture he felt 
well contented with his work. 

His satisfaction was of short duration, 
for at the end of six weeks he convinced 
himself that the cottages should have been 
bpilt of brick. No sooner did he arrive at 
this conclusion than he tore down the stone 
cottages and built twelve brick ones of a 
novel and ingenious design. They looked 
very well after they were finished, but they 
had two or three grave faults. The roofs, 
which were made of paper, leaked badly; 
they were not provided either with chim- 
neys or staircases, and, as the win- 
dows were glazed with sheet-iron, the 
rooms were uncomfortably dark. How- 
ever, they only cost $800,000 each, 
and as an ordinary serviceable brick cottage 
could have been built for $3,000 Mr. Robin- 
son held his contractors had not been very 
extravagant. Unfortunately, the bricks of 
which the cottage was built were imper- 
fectly burned, and they soon began to crum- 
ble in pieces. Before Mr, Smith reached 


home ten of the cottages were shapeless 
mounds of ruin, and the two remaining 
ones had only the bare walls standing. 

Mr. Smith was a man of kindly disposi- 
tion. He said that he did not wish to inti- 
mate that Mr. Robinson was an incompetent 
agent, but that he really felt that, after pay- 
ing a bill of eleven million dollars for re- 
pairs to his cottages, he ought to have at 
least one or two habitable cottages left. He 
dismissed Mr. Robinson from his employ- 
ment, and when, on calling half a dozen 
architects together to draw up plans for 
building new cottages, he found Mr. Robin- 
son among them, still bent upon giving him 
advice, and anxious to resume his position 
as agent, Mr. Smith lost his temper and 
kicked the expensive Mr. Robinson off his 
premises, 

There is, unfortunately, no room left to 
set forth the moral of this painful history. 


The Mayor has nominated for the vacant 
Commissionerships of Police and of Parks 
two entirely respectable gentlemen, whose 
chances of being confirmed by the Board of 
Aldermen are, however, rather slim.

The demoralizing effect of our 
system of requiring the Aldermen to con- 
firm the Mayor’s nomination, is felt first in 
the lowering of the personnel of Municipal 
commissions to the level of the ward poli- 
ticians, and next in keeping it there by 
rendering it next to impossible to induce men 


of any standing in the community to 
allow their names to be submitted for 
any Municipal appointment at all. Itisa 
glaring absurdity to talk about responsibility 
in connection with any such system. It 
simply makes half a dozen of the most ig- 
norant and unscrupulous members of the 
Board of Aldermen the arbiters of what 


shall constitute fitness and ability in admin-/ 


istering the public affairs of the foremost 
city of this continent.

GOSSIP FROM BEYOND SEAS.

About a year ago it was decided by the 
Town Council of Edinburgh to expend the Scott 
Monument fand surplus in filling up the still va- 
cant niches of the monument with statuary. The 
requisite number, 32, it is now learned, have been 
obtained at an expenditure of something over 
£1,200. Eight of the 32 are onascale of six feet, 
but the others are about three feet high. Some of 
them are said to be very mediocre in character, if 
not feeble. Among the subjects are these: Oliver 
Cromwell, Helen Macgregor, Madge Wildfire, Sir 
Piercie Shafton, the Fair Maid of verth, Iyanhoe, 
Rob Roy, Ravenswood, and Garth. 


Owing to its nearness to the Nile, the Mu- 
seum of Boulag has long been liable to injury in 
times‘of highjwater, but some improvements recent- 
ly made in and about it have rendered it more se- 
cure than it was before. A thick wall and solid quay, 
with the floor of the rcoms placed on six feet and six 
inches of concrete, make it tolerably secure, though 
not entirely so. Small objects and the glass cases 
might still be moved by the water. Three new 
rooms have been completed of late. They nearly 
double the’extent of the museum, and though prac- 
tically finished at the end of March, the neces- 
sary painting and putting in of fittings will require 
delay in occupancy until, perhaps, the end of the 
present montb.= Some time next year it is expect- 
ed that the classification and cataloguing ot the 
museum will be finished, and ‘at the same time it is 
hoped that its area will then have been tripled. 


A few weeks ago in London was sold one of 
the few copies im existence of the “* Boke of St. 
Alban’s.”” .Mr. Quaritch was the purchaser, the 
price being 600 guineas. Three perfect copies of 
this book only are known; one is in the library at 
Althorpe, another in the colleetion of the Earl of 
Pembroke, and a third in the library of the Earl of 
Devon. The copy recently sold was not perfect. 
Two of its leaves were in fac simile, several had 
been mended, and others transposed. It is, how- 
ever, the most perfect copy that has been sold dur- 
ing the present century, and with the exception of 
the Roxburghe one, which was very imperfect, it is 
the only one sold in that time. In spite of its im- 
perfections, it has the merit of being tall. Its 
height is 11 inches, while the height of the Althorpe 
copy is only 10inches. ‘The initials throughout are 
in red, and the coats of arms are in red, blue, and 
black. Two blank leayes of the old paper remain 
between its covers 


TASKS BEFORE THE SENATE 


—— 


NEEDS OF THE JUDICIARY AND 
THE TARIFF. 

MR. INGALLS TAKES CHARGE OF THE COUR 
OF APPEALS BILL—THE LONG DEBATH 
THEREON NOT YET CLOSED—PASSAGH 
OF THE HOUSE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL... 

WasHincTon, May 9.—Five days of 


gloomy, cloudy, rainy, and cold weathes 
were succeeded to-day by bright skies and mid- 
summer heat. The effect of the change, aq 
observed in the Senate, was perceptible in a 
certain irregularity of Senatorial clothing, a 
white vest appearing here and there, one os 
two Senators emerging from the regulation 
frock-coat to be seen in Spring sacks, and 
others compromising by wearing costumeg 
that combined both Winter and Spring fash- 
ions. While the Senators gave their more or 
less divided attention to business inclosed in 
their iron pen, the doors of all the galleries 
were thrown wide open, admitting the mild 
breeze. 


It was perhaps the change in the weather 
and perhaps a eonviction that he was not 
adapted to vigorous combats in the legislative 
arena that led Mr. David Davis to surrender 
the management of the Court of Appeals to a4 
more active, alert, and perfeetly equipped 
Senator, Mr. Davis has evidently not been 
happy since the discussion of this bill—his pet 
bill, by the way—began. The questions of 
opposing Senators have irritated him, and 
he has betrayed his irritation by nervously 
interrupting, by shifting from place to place, 
and by frequent private arguments with Sen- 
ators, conducted in a loud undertone. To-day, 
when the bill came up, Mr. Ingalls, ina fresh 
Spring suit of dark cloth, fitting so closely hig 
attenuated form as to give an unusually 
match-like appearance of slimness, stood in the 
aisle which separates the Democratic from the 
Republican side, holding a copy of the bill in 
hishand. Mr. Davis arranged his ample form 
In such a way as to distribute its weight 
over two strong chairs, He has lost faith in 
chairs, as three have given way under 
him within a month to his great annoyance. 
The question was upon an‘amendment offered 
by Mr. Morgan, and Mr. Jones, of Florida, 
who has an unfortunnte reputation for bein 
an expounder of the Constitution, addr 
some questions in a measured, sepulchural 
whisper to Mr. Ingalls, The Kansas Senator 
regarded him impassively as he complained 
about the method prescribed im the bill 
for paying for certain services of Judges. 
With r words, Mr. Ingalls responded 
that Mr. Jones’s objection was sentimental 
and upon a point of etiquette. Tha 
Senator did not complain, he said, that the 
compensation was inadequate, but that it de- 
graded a Judge to the level of a common 
juror or a common Marshal, as if thera 
was a divinity ‘that doth hedge about” a 
Judge. Havin started Mr. Jones on 
the business of asking questions, he led 
him on to ask several, and _ then 
answered him in a strain of delightful sar- 
casm, which amused all the Senators on both 
sides except Mr. Jones. Alluding to the great 
mass of business in the Eighth Judicial Dis- 
trict, he declared that it was ws im- 
perative that relief should be furnished to it, 
and that it could best bs done by increasing 
the number of Judges and conceding larger 


powers to the Circuit Judges, 

Mr. Butler, who desires a curtailment of 
urisdiction and appears to be confident that 
is plan would relieve the Supreme Court, 
asked a number of questions which he had 
already asked several times before, and was 
answered. Mr. Morgan got the floor and spoke 
with great vehemence against the bill, declar- 
ing, among other things, that it should never 
pass until he had let the people know that 
their rights were being taken from them. 
“It is a blot upon the jurisprudence 
of the country,’’ he said, ‘* because it discrimi- 
nates in tavor of doliars and cents and against 
established rights.’”? The prospect of having 


18 new Judges, and most, if not all, of them 
Republicans, forms the s hes of all the 


Democrats, and they all objected to the bill. 
Mr, Allison, who has not been heard much of 


late, made a speech in favor of the bill as a 
necessary measure of relief. He was amazed 
at the —— and spoke of it as being con- 
tinued through a lack of familiarity with the 
provisions before the two houses. Without 
getting a vote, the Senate postponed furtner 
action. 


As the Printer had supplied a copy of the

House to each Senator, in response to Mr. Ed- 
munds’s request, Mr. Morrill to-day called tha 
bill up during the morning hour and asked 
the Senate to pass it. Mr. McPherson asked 
for anexplanation of the difference between the 
House bill and that passed by the Senate. Mr. 
Morrill said that the only difference was Tas 
absence of the words ‘and the existing reve- 


nue laws,” which was included by the Senate 


as part of the directions to the Commis- 
sioners. Mr. Beck, while deprecating 
any delay, directed attention to the fact 
that in March, 1879, a short time before the 
Eaton bill passed, D. J. Morrell, President of 
the Iron and Steel Association, when Bessemer 
steel was raised to $28 a ton, demanded a com- 
mission, demanded that it should make the in- 
vestigation now called for, demanded that the 
President should have the naming of the Com.

Mr. Ingalls, who has not spoken on the 
tariff, made his first and last speech on the 
bill. After stating that absence from the city 
deprived him of the opportunity of expressing 
his views when the bill passed, he said he re- 
garded it as a makeshift that must be 
absolutely ineffective. The way to deal 
with the tariff would be for Congress to 
take up subjects which need attention and 
aet upon them. The duties on sugar, iron, 
and steel need revision and Congress knows 
exactly what they do need, and is as compe- 
tent to act as it will be when it hears from 
the commission of experts who have views 
to carry out or a licy to shape. Ag 
to the time in hick: the commission is 
required to examine and report on the 
commercial, mining, manufaeturing, and 
industrial resources of the country, he 
thought that those who believe it can be done 
before Dec. 1 must have an exalted idea of the 
capacity of the human intellect with the ther- 
mometer at 100°. Mr. Allison demurred to 
the easy yielding of tne Senate to the internal 
revenne amendment, and then the bill, as it 
came from the House, was passed—yeas 35,

THE BOSTON COLLECTORSHIP. 
A BHARP FIGHT AGAINST THE CONFIRMA-+ 
TION OF MR. WORTHINGTON. 

Wasuineton, May 9.—In the executive 
session of the Senate to-day there was revealed 
a much strenger opposition to the confirmation 
of Roland Worthington, nominated to be Col- 
lector at the port of Boston, than had been 
expected. Worthington’s opponents forced an 
adjournment, and the nomination went over 
until to-morrow, when a vote will be taken. 
It is not believed that Worthington can be de- 
feated. 

The session began at 4:20 P. M., and the case 
was taken up assoon as the doors had been 
closed. Senator Hoar spoke for three-quarters 
of an hour, reviewing the history of the Bos- 
ton Custom-house, which, he said, had never 


been used for partisan purposes but once, and 
that was when Mr. Simmens became Collector, 
Sketching Mr. Worthington’s political history, 
he quoted from his published opinions on 
civil service reform, and endeavored tc 
show that the editor of the Trave 
ler would convert the Custom-house in. 

machine for the use of the 





leaders in Massachusetts, but that the princi- 
pal objections to his confirmation came from 
the masses of the people of that State, who 
were striving for the elevation of politics 
above the demoralizing partisan spoils 
system, To confirm Worthington, he de- 
clared, would be to foist upon the 
Republican Party of the Bay State a 
man representing views diametrically opposed 
to those of the great masses of her. people, ir- 
respective of party. Worthington, he said, 
was the exponent of the system that had de- 
veloped machine politics and ring bosses. His 
nomination was made for political reasons and 
asa reward for party services, and was in- 
tended to create, by the use of patron- 
age, an administration party in a_sec- 
tion where principle is rated above 
men. The Senator briefly reviewed the, 
administration of Collector Beard, who, he 
said, had managed the office on bp J busi- 
ness principles. Appointments had been made 
on account of the fitness of the applicants, 
and not asareward for party services, He 
read some of the indorsements given to Col- 
lector Beard by the business men of Boston. 
Close attention was paid to his speech, and it 
seemed to make an impression. 

Mr. Dawes also spoke against eonfirmation, 
He devoted himself with some warmth to a re- 
view of Mr. Worthington’s character. No 
charges were made against the business integ- 
rity of the nominee, but his public utterances 
were deciared to beof an improper and dis- 
honorable character, which demonstrated that 
be was not fit to filla position of honor, dig- 
nity, and trust. Mr. Dawes read from an ed- 
itorial said to have been written by Mr. 
Worthington, in which the latter criticised a 
speech made by Mr. Beard on the 4th of July. 

he speech in itself was unobjectionable, but 
Mr. Worthington had distorted itso that it 
appeared to be an assault upom the President, 
and the object of the article was evidently to 
wba the man whom the editor hoped to sup- 
plant. 

Speeches in opposition to confirmation were 
also made by Senators Williams, of Kentucky, 
and George, of Mississippi. These gentlemen 
believed that, in appointments, the wishes of 
of the Senators representing the State in 
which the office to be filled is situated should 
be regarded, and they thougnt a sufficient 
case had been made out against the fitness of 
Worthington. 

While most of the time was occupied by the 
opposition Senators, three brief and effective 
speeches in support of Worthington were 
made, A number of troublesome questions 
were asked of Senators Hoar and Dawes dur- 
ing the debate as to their views of Senatorial 
prerogative, and why they had voted for the 
confirmation of Judge Robertson against 
the combined opposition of the two Sen- 
ators from New-York. Mr. Hoar replied 
that he did not base his  opposi- 
tion to Worthington on grounds of Sen- 
atorial courtesy. Senator Hale, of Maine, 
said that Mr. Worthington was in every sense 
a fit man to be Collector of the Port of Boston. 
His integrity and capacity to administer the 
duties of the office could not be questioned. 
He was a Stalwart, so ealled, it was true, 
.but Mr. Hale did not think the personal 
affiliation of a gentleman with one faction or 
another in politics should be ground upon 
which the Senate could judicially declare him 
unfit for a position to which he had been nomi- 
nated by the President. Mr. Hale showed 
that the President had given the anti-Stalwart 
faction in Massachusetts nine-tenths of the 
Federal offices, Mr. Worthington had been 
nominated in a spirit of fairness to the other 
side. 

Senator McMillan, Chairman of the Com- 
merce Committee, which reported the nomina- 
tion, fairly sustained the majority report. He 
said the objections presented against Worth- 
ington were of a personal, and toa great ex- 
tent theoretical, character. Nothing had been 
shown which proved that the nominee was 
unfit for the place. The Senate could not, 
in his judgment, enter into local fac- 
tional controversies in considering appoint- 
ments. He believed the President had 
dealt fairly by the Republicans of 
Massachusetts, and he could see no reason why 
Mr. Worthington should not be confirmed. 
Senator Conger spoke in the same strain. He 
said the President clearly had a right to make 
appointments. It was the duty of the Senate 
to see that he appointed good men. Mr. 
Worthington he regarded as a thoroughly 
honest and capable man, and he should vote 
for his confirmation. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock when a motion to 
adjourn was made. Many of the Senators 
had left the chamber, and others, seeing no 
prospect of an immediate termination of the 
debate, wanted to go to dinner. The Massa- 
chusetts Senators, believing that they would 
gain some advantage by postponing action, 
advocated an adjournment, and after several 
motions to adjourn had been made, withdrawn, 
or lost the Senate finally decided to adjourn 
by a vote of 26 to 25. The judgment of Sena- 
tors who have no _ especial interest in 
the case is that Worthington will be 
confirmed to-morrow, but it is conceded that 
the fight will be closer than was anticipated at 
first. Eleven Republican Senators, at least, 
will vote against confirmation, and several 
Democrats will help them. In the evenly 
divided condition of the Senate, Democrats 
who anticipate fights over nominations in 
which they are interested may be tempted to 
undertake to win the friendship of Senators 
Hoar and Dawes, whose votes, joined to the 
solid Democratic vote, will constitute a ma- 
jority of the body. 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL, 
HE MEASURE COMPLETED—NEARLY $5,000, - 
000 APPROPRIATED FOR THE MISSISSIPPI. 

WasHineton, May 9.—The River and 
Harbor bill may be regarded as complete, and 
it is expected that it will be brought before the 
Hanse for action in about 10 days or two 
weeks. The most important part of it is that 
which relates to the Mississippi River. The 
committee in the last Congress gave to the 
Mississippi below Cairo, $1,000,000, but the 
same part of the river will receive in this 


bill $4,124,000. The amount to be appro- 
priated for the entire river is $4,995,000. 
nearly all of this money, or all which is ap- 
propriated for the river between the head of 
the passes and Des Moines Rapids, is to be ex- 
pended under the supervision of the Missis- 
sippi River Commission. The subject of 
levees vexed the committee for a long time, 
but at last there was inserted in the bill the 
following proviso, which will not be 
changed, it is believed, before the bill 
is reported: ‘Provided that no _ portion 
of this appropriation shali be expended 
to repair or build levees for the sole and ex- 
clusive purpose of reclaiming lands or prevent- 
ing injury to lands by overflow; provided. 
however, that the commission is authorized to 
repair and build levees if, in their judgment, 
it should be done as part of their plan to afford 
ease and safety to the navigation and com- 
merce of the river and to deepen the channel,” 
The appropriations for’ the Pacific coast are 
much larger than they were in the last bill, 
owing, probably, to the influence of Mr, Page, 
the Chairman of the Committee, 


THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE CLAIM, 

Wasaineton, May 9.—The claim of Mr. 
James M, Wilbur for extra pay for work al- 
leged to have been done ia excess of contract 
stipulations, in the construction of the New- 
York Past Office, passed the Senate to-day. 
Mr. George said that the claimant asked for 


about $48,000. This, the committee thought, 
ought not to be paid, but they agreed to rec- 
ommend his claim to the Court of Claims, 
with the suggestion that Wilbur should re- 
ceive the difference between the cost of the 
material called for in the contract and the 
benefit obtained by the Government in conse- 
quence of the increased thickness and weight 
of tiling furnished.

A NEW EXECUTIVE OFFICE 


BE 
THE BILL CREATING A SECRETARY 
OF AGRICULTURE. 

A SUBSTITUTE PROVIDING FOR A DEPART- 
MENT OF INDUSTRIES REJECTED—A 8EC- 
TION FOR A DIVISION OF FORESTRY— 
FINAL VOTE TO BE TAKEN TO-DAY. 

WasHINetTon, May 9.—It was expected 
that the House would dispose of the Agricul- 
tural bill to-day, but final action will nt be 
reached until to-morrow. At2o’clock general 
debate was closed and the bill was vaken up by 
sections under the five-minute rule. This bill 
raises the Agricultural Bureau to the dignity 
of an executive department and provides 
that its head shall be a member of 
the Cabinet with the title of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. It establishes four 
bureaus. The first, a Bureau of Agricultural 

Products, is to include divisions of botany, 

entomology, and chemistry, and its chief, a 

practical agriculturist, is to investigate the 

metbods of farming in the several States and 

Territories, and report information which shall 

tend to increase the farmers’ profits, The 

second bureau, that of Animal Industry, is to 
be in charge of a veterinary surgeon, who 
shall investigate and report upon the number, 
value, and condition of the domestic ani- 
mals of the country, their protection, 
growth, and use, the causes, prevention, 
or cure of diseases, and the races and 
breeds best adapted to the several sections, 

There is also to be a Bureau of Lands, whose 

chief shall report upon the resources and capa- 

bilities of the public and other lands for farm- 
ing, stock-raising, timber, manufacturing, and 
mining. The original bill provided that to 


this bureau should be transferred the geolo- 
gical survey, with all its employes and 
records, Tho fourth bureau provided for 
is a Bureau of Statistics, which shall 
collect agricultural statistics, information 
relating to industrial education, labor and 
wages at home and abroad, markets and 
rices, the methods and cost of transporting 
ive stock, demand and supply in foreign 
countries, the products of manufacturing es- 
tablishments of all sorts, and all other com- 
mercial conditions which may affect the mar- 
ket value of farm products and the interests 
of the industrial classes, 

Mr. Kenna submitted a substitute providing 
for a Department of Industries, with a Secre- 
tary of Industries. In this department he 
would place a division of agriculture with the 
bureaus already mentioned in the other bill, 
and also a division of commerce, to which he 
would transfer many of the divisions now con- 
nected with the Treasury Department. Mr. 
Hubbell submitted a substitute from the Com- 
mittee on Civil Service Reform. This substi- 
tute provides for a less costly establishment. 
The new department contemplated in this bill 
is not to havea Bureau of Statistics, but is to 
call upon the existing bureau of the Treasury 
Department for needed information. It also 
provides for a Bureau of Mining Industry and 
one of Anima! Industry. 

In the debate to-day Mr. Reagan supported 
the Kenna substitute, saying that after the 
establishment of this department Congress 
should assert the right of the people to contrel 
the railroads. The original bill was amended 
so that the Secretary shall be an experienced 
and practical farmer. The provision relating 
to the transfer of the Geological Survey was 
stricken out and an unsuccessful attempt 
made to strike out the section which estab- 
lishes a Bureau of Lands. Upon Mr. Dun- 
nell’s motion, a section was added in 
which provision is made for a Division 
of Forestry, which shall investigate the 
consumption of timber and report upon 
the supply which remains and the best methods 
of preserving our forests. An amendment 
proposed by Mr. Money authorizing the Sec- 
retary to exchange his reports and bulletins 
with weekly newspapers was rejected. The 
House then rejected the Kenna substitute by a 
yea and nay vote of 50 to 118. Mr. Hubbell 
then brought forward his substitute, and upon 
this and the bill the previous question was 
ordered. The House then adjourned. 

In the course of the debate to-day, Mr. Mc- 
Millin declared that the passage of the bill 
would not benefit the farmer, for whom mem- 
bers seemed to have so much affection, and criti- 
cised the House for having refused to pass bills 
in the farmer’s interest such as the bill remov- 
ing some of the taxes on tobacco, Mr. MeMil- 
lin evidently thinks that the bill is put forward 
only to pacify the farmer with something 
which seems to elevate agricultural interests 
by giving them a representatien in the Cabi- 
net, but which will in reality be of no service 


to them.

THE VACANT COMMISSIONERSHIPS. 


NOMINATIONS BY MAYOR GRACE TO THE 
POLICE AND PARK BOARDS, 

Mayor Grace sent to the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday the names of Randolph B. Martine for 
Police Commissioner te sueceed Sidney P. Nichols, 
and W. Wetmore Cryder as the successor of Park 
Commissioner Smith E. Lane. Although it was 
known that nominations would be received yester- 
day, the chamber of the Common Council was only 
a little more crowded than usual, and there was 
no excitement of any kind when the nomirees 
were announced. Mr. Martine’s nomination was 
received first, and, on motion of Alderman Kirk, 
it was laid on the table without debate. The Clerk 


had to repeat Mr. Cryder’s name three times be- 
fore Alderman Martin could understand it, “It's 
a funny name,” the Alderman then remarked, 
“‘and I move to Jay it on the table.”” Nobody ob- 
ected to this motion, and it was passed at once, 

he Clerk then read a communication from Com- 
missioner Lane claiming that bis term of office did 
not expire until Jan. 10, 1883, and inclosing an 
opinion to that effect from Aaron J. Vanderpoel. 
On motion of Alderman Martin the letter and opin- 
ion were referred to the Corporation Counsel for 
his opinion, although it was Known that Mr. Whit- 
ney had already given to Mayor Grace an opinion 
that Mr. Lane’s term had already expired. 

Randolph B. Martine, the nominee for Police 
Commissioner, is a native of this City, where he 
was born in 1844. He graduated from Columbia 
College in 1868, and then took up the study of law 
in the office of Judge Charles ‘A. Rapallo. After 
he was admitted to the bar he became a member of 
the firm of Jackson & Martine, and is now an ao- 
tive practicing lawyer. For a number of years Mr. 
Martine was an active member of the Tammany 
Hall Committee on Organization, and was one of 
the Kelly leaders in Harlem, where he lives. He 
was the Chairman of the last Tammany County 
Convention. When Fire Commissioner Purroy and 
Police Justice White were é6xpelled from the Tam- 
many organization last Fall Mr. Martine followed 
the fortunes of the expelled politicians, and was 
prominent in the organization of the ‘*Tammany 
Hall Anti-Kelly General Comntittee,’’ known as the 
Purroy Democracy, of which body he is now the 
Chairman. 

W. Wetmore Cryder, who was nominated for 
Park Commissioner, was born in this City in 1835, 
and has lived here nearly all of his life. He 
was for 10 years in China as managing 
partner of the firm of Wetmore, Cryder & 
Co. He is now the President of the New Mi: dison- 
Square Bank in Twenty-third-street, near Broad- 
wuy. He isa Democrat, but has never taken an 
active interest in politics. Mayor Graee says that 
Mr. Cryder was not recommended to him by repre- 
sentatives of either of the Democratic factions of 
this City, and that he isa good, practical business 
man and would make a most excellent Commis- 
sioner of Parks. Mr, Cryder is a member of the 
Union Club.

JAMES F. FREEBORN. 

Mr. James F. Freeborn died yesterday morn- 
ing at his late residence, No. 2 West Forty-seventh- 
street, in the elghty-first year of hisage. Mr. Free- 
born was born and always resided in this City. He 
began life asa grocer’s clerk, continuing in that 
employment from his seventeenth to his twenty- 


seventh year, when he formed a partnership with 
Mr. John J, Crane, under the firm name of Free- 
born & Crane, in the business of ships’ supplies. 
In 1840 this partnership was dissolved, and with his 
brother, William A. Freeborn, he formed the firm 
of William A. Freeborn & Co.. metal founders, 
For 80 years he was the chief manager of this estab- 
lishment, which gow into a great business inter- 
est and still exists under its early name. Inthe 
old Seventh Ward, where Mr. Freeborn lived for 
many years, he was a strong politieal worker in 
the Whig Pariy. His relations with the Hon. Wil- 
liam H. Seward were close and cordial, and during 
Mr. Seward’s term of office as Governor Mr, Free- 
born was appointed inspeetor of pearl ash 
aud potash. He became an ardent Republi- 
can, working hara for the interests of his 
party, but declining all offers of office or 
other rewards for his services than he gained in 
contemplating theirsuceess, He was a strong Abo- 
litionist, and through his efforts in this cause, and 
his intimacy with Mr. Seward, he became well 
known to President Lincoln. Mr. Freeborn’s wide 
business interests made him prominent in many of 
the great trade movements which occurred during 
his commercial life. Of the New-York Floating 
Dry Dock Company he was one of the founders, 
and in the iron and metal trade he long exercised 
great influence. Since his retirement from busi- 
ness, 10 years ago, he led a quiet life at home. 
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LAFAYETTE COLLEGE'S BIRTHDAY. 
EASTON, Penn., May 9.—Fifty years ago to- 
day Lafayette College began its life in this place, 
and to-day the anniversary was observed in a quiet 
way, as the especial celebration will be held at 
Commencement, the last week in June, at which 
time large numbers of the Alumni will be present. 


After chapel this morning President W. ©. Cattell 
made a short address upon the history of the col- 
lege and its various reverses and successes, closing 
by refermng to the present bright and promising 
outlook. Dr. 8. J. Coffin, of the Facuity, read the 
roll of prominent Alumni and spoke of some of the 
more distinguished graduates. The entire number 
of students matriculated is 2,985, and of these over 
900 have been graduated. Of the graduates 252 
entered the ministry, 267 law, 102 medicine, 92 en- 
gineering, 99 teaching, 18 beeame editors, and 51 
merchants. Of the non-graduates 189 entered the 
ministry, 209 law, 211 medicine, 303 mercantile life, 
121 engineering and railroading, 45 became bank- 
ers, and 30 editors. The occupation of fully 250 is 
unknown. The college grounds and buildings are 
in most excellent order, and the general health of 
the students is remarkably good. To-night the 
Junior oratorical contest was held in Pardee Hall.

The phy- 
siclans state that melancholia is one of the mildest 
forms of insanity and one likely to change to per- 
fect recovery.

THE TRIAL IN NEW-HAVEN 


——»-——_— 
FOLLOWING THE MOVEMENTS OF 
BLANUHE DOUGLASS. 

WHEN JENNIE CRAMER WAS LAST SEEN IN 
HER COMPANY-—THE BREAKFAST AND 
SUPPER PARTIES AT REDCLIFF’S RES- 
TAURANT—THE PURCHASE OF ARSENIC. 

New-Haven, May 9.—The counsel for the 
defense in the trial of the Malleys and Blanche 

Douglass have been more searching and persistent 

in their cross-examination than on any day since 

the beginning. In this cross-examination the 
counsel for Miss Douglass has taken an active 
part. There is still hanging over her the 
charge of perjury in connection with her testi- 
mony at the inquest on Jennie Cramer’s body 
and her statement at the preliminary trial of the 

Malleys, her story being that she never saw Jennie 

Cramer after seeing her on a car Thursday, a short 

time after noon, on her way to West Haven. This 

forenoon the testimany of Mrs. Klippstein in 
direct was thoroughly examined afterward. Ac- 
cording to this witness, Jennie Cramer and 

Bianche Douglass were together part of the time on 


Wednesday and Thursday preceding the Saturday 
when Jennie’s body was found. 

Mrs. Klippstein testified that she saw Walter 
Malley and Miss Douglass get into a carriage in 
front of the Elliott House Friday night. She testi- 
fied in direct that Blanche Douglass (pointing her 
out) looked like the eee Ex-Judge Stoddard, in 
behalf of Blanche, closely questioned the witness, 
eliciting from her that her post of observation was 
iu the third story of the building opposite the El- 
liott House, where the witness spends a!l her spare 
time. She could see all who enter or depart from 
the Elliott House. She first saw Jennie Cramer 
there Wednesday, about 5:50 o’clook, after 
supper. She next saw Jennie Cramer Thurs- 
day afternoon between 2and 3 o'clock. Blanche 
was with her. The witness did not see Jennie go in. 
On the redirect the witness testified that she saw 
Blanche and Jennie Thursday afternoon, and Fri- 
day afternoon she saw Blanche ride away with 
Walter down Chapel-street. To Mr. Stoddard the 
witness said she had never seen Miss Douglass be- 
fore, and had never seen her at the jail, though she 
had been there on business. 

Deputy Sheriff Peck was called to identify let- 
ters which James Malley admitted at the Coroner’s 
inquest he (James) had written. In this way 
much correspondence, already published in Tue 
Times, was identified in the usual legal way. The 
next witness called was John F. Manning, for 
seven years employed at Malley’s store, to prove 
the handwriting of Walter, Mr. Case, of counsel 
for the defense, admitting the specified letters to 
be in Blanche Douglass’s handwriting. The State’s 
attorney asked Blanche’s counsel if their side 
would admit the handwriting of four letters sent 
to Blaache to be in Walter’s handwriting: As Mr. 
Stoddard remained silent, Dr. Henry W. Painter 
was put on the stand and said he had heard James 
testify to certain letters. 

Samuel B. Mattoon testified that last August he 
was clerk in the drug store under the Elliott House, 
and was acquainted with Jennie Cramer. She came 
in the store Thursday evening, Aug. 4, about 7 
o’clock, and drank soda water. She said she wished 
to wait a few moments, and achair was offered her. 
The witness, pointing to Blanche, said: ‘'I had 
seen that person In Jennie’s company before this. 
She was in the store the previous Saturday with a 
gentleman.” The witness pointed out Walter as 
the gentleman. The witness testified: “I after- 
wari saw Blanche Douglass at Sheriff Peck’s. She 
was in the store that evening with Jennie Cramer. 
They remained a few minutes.” Mr. Jones severely 
cross-examined Mr. Mattoon at great length. 

Patrick Early, the bell-boy at the Elliott House 
testified that in August Blanche Douglass boarded 
at the house. He remembered going to her room 
with Mrs. Cramer, to look for Jennie. He had 
seen her leaving the hotel an hour before, and had 
seen her going out of the hotel about the middle of 
the week with Blanche Douglass. On the cross- 
examination, the witness said that Miss Douglass 
came there Saturday, Aug. 6. 

Q.—What day did Mrs. Cramercome there? A.— 
I have thought it was Wednesday, ard testified so 
at West Haven, but I now know it must have been 
Thursday, because I am off duty on Wednesday. 

Q.—You don’t remember that Miss Douglass had 
a bath Thursday, and staid in the hotel some little 
time before going out? A.—No, Sir. 

John H. Hubbell identified Blanche Douglass as 
the lady who was with Jennie Cramer in the EIl{- 
ott House drug store, as testified to by Mr. Mat- 
toon. He was standing across the street when he 
saw them, that Thursday evening, go into the 
store. It was about 6:40 o'clock. Mr. Case cross- 
examined. The witness said he noticed the two 
young women particularly because there was a 
contrast in their dresses. 

Charles Rawlings testified: ‘* I was at Redcliffe’s 
restaurant, near Mailey’s store, last August. I 
know Walter Malley. I knew Jennie Cramer and 
Blanche Douglass by sight only.” 

Q.—Did you see Blancne Douglass or Jennie 
Cramer in the restaurant on the morning of Thurs- 
day, Aug. 4? A.—Yes, Sir. It was about 10:30 
¢’clock in the morning. They had a breakfast of 
porterhouse steak and mushrooms. 

The witness was handed the order slips used in 
the restaurant. Witness said: ‘This [the one in 
hand] isthe orderslip forthe breakfast. A little 
after 10 o'clock that evening Walter Malley and 
Blanche Douglass. with another lady came into 
the restaurant. Iam not positive about the sec- 
ond lady, but she appeared like the one who was 
in with Miss Douglassin the morning. I did not 
see any gentleman but Walter in the party. Still, 
one might have come in and gone out without my 
seoing him. The party had supper. ‘They first 
ordered chicken salad and, as we did not have it, 
they ordered lamb chops for three, They went out 
by the Chapel-street entrance. 

Q.—Have you ever had any conversation with 
James or Walter Malley? A.—Yes. On the even- 
ing of Thursday, Aug. 4, Walter said he had heard 
areport that I had seen him with two ladies; I 
told him I was not responsible for what the after- 
noon papers said, but was certain I had seen 
him with the ladies the Thursday evening. He 
said he thought I must be mistaken—that it 
must have been his cousin James, and not himself. 
He said he would bring in his cousin James to see 
if I couldn't recognize him. Walter came in again 
about 9 o’clock that evening with James. Walter 
again told me I must be mistaken about James not 
being there the other evening. I told him it was 
pessible that James came in or went out without 
my seeing him. Then John Henry, the colored 
waiter, was called and questioned by Wal- 
ter about the position of a hat in the 
ladies’ room. James Malley put out his 
hand to the waiter and said, ‘‘ Don't you remem- 
ber the place I put my hat and how you kicked 
against it?’ The waiter replied that he often ran 
against hats, but could not remember this particu- 
lar circumstance. There was further talk, when 
T. J. Fox, the lawyer, camein, Walter turned to 
him and said: **This man (referring to witness) 
says I was in here last Thursday night."’ ‘* Well,”’ 
said Mr. Fox, “if you were here you couldn’t have 
been anywhere else,”’ 

This closed the day’s testimony. It points to the 
theory that Jennte and Blanche were in the Red- 
cliffe building during all the forenoon of Thursday, 
as well as at supper in the evening, the restaagrant 
being in the same building where were the rooms 
in which it is said Jennie and the others spent 
mueh of the time that day. Further assurance was 
given to-day by one of the counsel for the State 
that evidence will be introduced to preve the pur- 
chase of arsenic. The exact position of Blanche 
Douglsas is still in uncertainty, but it now appears 
that she must have given the State important in- 
formation not yet publisly diselosed,

TENNESSEE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 9.—In the Meth- 
odist Conference to-day, the Committee on Reso- 
lutions reported a resolution authorizing the Col- 
lege of Bishops to organize annual Conferences in 
China and Central Mexico during the next quad- 
rennium.

The committee 
recommends the colored population to appoint 
Commissioners of Education to aid the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal Church in America and to 
solicit contributions for an educational fund for 
the benefit of the Colored Methodist Church and 
the creation of a Board of Trustees for the custody 
of this fund.

HARVARD OUT-DOOR SPORTS. 


——___-_>—--— 
PREPARING FOR THE CLASS RACES ON SAT- 
URDAY—BASE-BALL, ATHLETIC SPORTS, &C. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 9.—The annual 
Harvard class race, in eight-oared shell boats, will 
be rowed over the Charles River two-mile (straight- 
away) course, Boston, starting from the Brookline 
bridge and finishing at the Union beat-house, on 
Saturday, May 13, at 10 A. M. The crews have 
been in preparation since the beginning of the 
Winter, and are now taking their final “ time” 
rows before the struggle next Saturaay. Although 
formerly the Harvard elass races were quite famous 
in Boston and its viciuity, from the many good con- 
tests that they brought out, they were given 
up about 1874, and the interest in row- 
ing at Harvard outside of the University and 
Freshman boats, waned until three years ago, 
when the class races were reinstituted in eights 
instead of sixes. The racesof late years have been 
no less well contested than were their predeces- 


sors, and the race next Saturday bids fair to be as 
closely contested as any yet. The Senior crew, 
with one exception, is composed of the same men 
as those who as Juniors won the class race a year 
ago. Although the eighth man is net so good as 
last year, yet with the improvement that the oth- 
ers have made, the crew is probably as fast as was 
that of last year. The Juniors have three new 
men this year, and will presenta much faster 
crew than the one from their class last 
year. Between them and_ the Seniors, a 
close race isexpected. The Sophomores will have 
only four of the men and substitute who rowed in 
the race with the Columbia Freshmen last June, 
but will enter the race with a very good crew. The 
Freshmen will make their first attempt at boat- 
racing in this race, but not their last this-season, for 
they expect to meet the Columbia Freshmen on the 
Harlem about the last of June.

The University crew has been rowing in its sholl 
for about a week, and is coached daily from the 
steam launch. Several changes in the composition 
of the crew have lately taken place. Chalfant, who 
has heen rowing at No. 8, has been changed to No. 
7; Clarke from No.7 to No. 5, and Perkins from No, 
5to No.3. The crew is now rowing in a cedar 
shell, built by Fearon, but expects its new paper 
shell for the race from Waters about the last of 
this month. 

The University nine 1s making great efforts to 
regain the championship in base-ball that Harvard 
lost in 1879. A large scnedule of games has been 
arranged, 14 of which will be played on Jarvis 
field, Cambridge, to all of which holders of season 
tickets are admitted and given a reserved seat and 
ascore-card. Atthe Brown-Harvard game last Sat- 
urday upward of 2,500 people were present, and at 
the first of the Yale games which takes place next 
Saturday, in the afternoon of the day of the class 
races, itis expected that a much larger number 
will attend. The spring out-of-door meetings— 
class and university—of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation will take place on May 15, 16, and 
20. These meetings are prepersiory to the 
Mott Haven sports, in which Harvard has 
won the championship for the last 
two years. This year, however, one of her fastest 
runners, Mr. Evert J. Wendell, of the Senior Class, 
is laid up with a severely sprained ankle, which, it 
is feared, will prevent his running. As Wendell 
was almost certain of winning two, if not three, of 
the Mott Haven events, Harvard’s chances of 
again securing the Championship Cup seem se- 
riously impaired. Laerosse and cricket are also 
flourishing here, and the number of lawn-tennis 
players is legion. From this time, indeed, until 
July 1, there will be a steady succession of athletio 
events, which will fairly divide the attention of 
Harvard students with their books. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


CAPT. FRANK B, AMES SHOOTS HIS WIFE 
AND THEN KILLS HIMSELF. 

Capt. Frank B. Ames shot his wife, Mary, in 
a front room on the second floorof Mrs. Ellen 
Haight’s boarding-house, No, 807 West Fourteenth 
street, some time on Monday night, and afterward 
killed himself. Their bodies were found last night. 
and there is every reason to believe that the mur- 
derer and suicide was insane: Both belonged to 
families well known and respected in Maine. Capt. 
Ames was born at Lincolnville, of that State, half 
acentury ago. His father was a German. The 


son followed the sea from his boyhood, and was a 
typical self-made man. By untiring industry he 
became master of a vessel, and when he died he 
was worth a snug fortune, including one- 
quarter of the ship Llewellyn J. Morse, 
now discharging a eargo of sugar and hemp 
near the Fulton ferry, Brooklyn. Mrs. Ames 
was one of the loveliest women in Maine when 
Capt. Ames married her, 25 years ago. She was 
then 20 years old. Her father was a lumber mer- 
chant of Kennebunk and Bangor. She was the 
mother of two girls, one of whom recently re- 
turned to New-York from Europe, where she had 
been on a wedding trip. Her husband is a well- 
known a. Early in 1881 Capt. Ames bade 
farewell to his wife at San Francisco, and he sailed 
in the Llewelly J. Morse for Havre, France. Mrs. 
Ames returned East by rail. At Havre Capt. Ames, 
who had sailed much in the East Indies, was taken 
sick. He had for some time suffered from liver 
complaint, anda French physician told him that 
if he did not abandon the sea he would not live 
another year. Capt. Ames deeided on making a 
last voyage, and loaded with coal at Cardiff and 
discharged his eargo at Nagasaki, Japan. He then 
went in ballast to Cebu, in the Philippine Islands, 
and took in the ane which is now discharging. 
Just as he started for home his malady became 
aggravated with alarming symptoms of mental 
aberration. Quitting his vessel at Angier, in 
the Straits of Sunda, and leaving her in 
charge of the mate, Peter Erricson, of 
Bath, Me., Capt. Ames went to Singapore 
via Batavia, took a steamer, and arrived 
at Antwerp via the Suez Canal. He reached New- 
York three weeks ago, a week later than his sbip, 
in a Red Star steamer, and met his wife at the 
Stevens House.

LIFE ON A DESERT ISLAND 


— 
JHE DISCOVERY TWO LONG ISLAND 
FISHERMEN MADE. 
‘A NEW ISLAND ON THE EDGE OF THE 
ATLANTIC AND SOME ACCOUNT OF ITS 
STRANGE INHABITANTS—A QUEER RACE 


OF PEOPLE AND THEIR REMARKABLE 
CUSTOMS, ° 


The discovery of a new island near New- 
York has been the chief subject of conversation 
in scientific circles in this City for several weeks. 
Two Long Island fishermen wert out in a cat- 
boat in the Great South Bay one morning in the 
first week in April, and were overtaken by a dense 
fog, which made it impossible for them to 
see objects 20 feet away. The fog lasted 
all day, all through the night, and most of 
the following day. On'the afternoon of the second 
day, being unable to make land, they were still 
drifting hopelessly about, having lost their reckon- 
Ing, and being unable, on account of the thick 
weather, to take an observation. At about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, when they thought they 
Were well out in the Sound and had plenty of sea 
room, they found themselves unexpectedly in 
sheal water. Before the lookout had time to make 
the usual remark about breakers ahead the boat 
butted her nose into the sand and was fast 
aground. Springing ashore upon a clean, smooth 
piece of beach that.lay directly under the bows, 
‘the fishermen found themselves upon a piece of 
land of which they had previously had no knowl- 
edge. They were-surprised, but not sufficiently so 
to prevent them from walking around the newly 
discovered land.'and determining that it was an 
Island. They knew that the beach that washed 
Bway from Manhattan Beach several years 
BgOoO must bring up somewhere, and they 
were not greatly surprised to find that 
ft had permauently located itself. The 
island, as nearly as they could make out 
from a small pocket compass, lay west of Fire 


s).and, two points south, and directly south of 
ncle Jesse Conklin’s Cap Tree Island, from which 
it. was separated by a navigable channel about a 
* lock and a half wide. On account of the proxim- 
‘ity of this island, however, its discoverers gave it 
the name of its neighbor and cailed it Cap Tree 
Island. After looking about for some time in the 
heavy fog they discovered signs that led them to 
believe the island might at some period have been 
nhabited. The soil was of that peculiar white 
ind which in the agricultural districts of New- 
Jersey is known asa rich sandy loam; but the 
vegetation they were totally unable to describe. 
An impression in the sand that they at first thought 
gmight have been made by Groppies a heavy pack- 
ing-case proved to be the unmistakable imprint of 
a human foot of the largest size. As they were 
about to leave the island one of the fishermen 
icked up a curious bit of crystallized sand, slight- 
y convex in form, bearing some raised spots uvon 
its surface that somewhat resembled letters or 
figures. The ignorant fishermen were, of course, un- 
able to decipher the inseription; but when the small 
slab was afterward shown to several distinguished 
antiquaries, they made out two distinct words— 
“*Express—Family.” It was put in the hands of 
Gen. Di Cesnola for identification, and that gentle- 
man pronounced it to be a bit of early art work 
from the Island of Cyprus, of inestimable value, 
‘He unhesitatingly declared it to be a monolith, 
thought it might be a fragment broken long ago 
rom some ornamented murat tablet, and remem- 
ered that a family-of that name lived in Cyprus 
about the end of the eleventh century. The relic 
svas next prit in the hands of M. Feuardent, and 
that gentl--man at once discovered signs of a mod- 
ern restoration in two of its corners. Under his 
careful examination, and aftersome days of hard 
work, tbe entire inscription was deciphered. It 
was as f ollows:

Thy discussions in print that followed the various 
®Xar jinations of this antiquity brought the subject 
rof ainently before the public, and several of the 
easing scientific men of the City set about findin 
Qn explanation of the mysterious appearance o 
an island that might have been a few hundred cen- 
turies ago attached to the coast of Spain. 
On Monday afternoon a party of them set 
cout for the Great South Bay to visit 
thr) scene of the discovery. They were 
ta ken from Babylon in the identieal cat-boat that 
rf.n aground on the new island, manned by the 
ic‘lentical fisherman. He was a little doubtful at 
# rst about his ability to find the new island; but 
1e took an observation through a long, narrow 
giass, pocketed a five-dollar note, and said he 
would try. The party of scientists consisted of the 
Hon. John H. Starin, Mr. Paul B. Du Chaillu, ex- 
Surgeon-General William A. Hammond, Prof. Rob- 
ert B. Roosevelt, United States Fish Commissioners 
Frederick Mather and E. G. Blackford, Mr. Otto 
Witte, one of the gentlemen under whose direc- 
tion the Brooklyn bridge is being pusked rapid- 
ly to completion; Mr. George Werrenrath, of 
Brooklyn, and the editors of several daily and 
weekly newspapers, together with an artist, Mr. 
Giflam, who was to make pencil sketches and 
Cchiirts in case the party were successfu) ia their 
serch. From the fisherman’s description of his 
vo yage in the fog, the scientists determined that 
the unknown island must be in latitude 32° 14’ 
ne rth and somewhere near longitude 36° 20’. It 
Was a bright day, and, with the aid of anew duplex 
compass and several large glasses, they found the 
strange land afterasail of less than two hours. 
In this clear weather they had no difficulty in de- 
termining that the island was inhabited. Indeed, 
orca Were seen moving te and fro upon the 
ach: and there were evidently buijdings of some 
description further back on the land, though what 
they were it was impossible at that distance to de- 
termine. 

Selclom are the labors of scientists so amply re- 
warded. The party not only found the island, and 
Baw ‘and conversed with its innabitants, (a well-de- 
veloped and kindly disposed set of people,) but 
they met with anumber of exciting adventures 
Bnd several remarkable coincidences. The trip, in 
sho! t, abounded in coincidences of the most start- 
ling: kind, and was replete with invaluable scientific 
discoveries. That sueh a race of people as were 
discovered could live for several years within a 
fe'w miles of New-York without becoming known 
secmed almost impossible. 

When the clipper-built cat-boat Tommy Dodd, in 
wt.iich the scientists sailed, was within half a mile 
of the beach of the new island her passengers were 
abie te make out something about the buildings on 
shore. Just what these buildings were and how 
they impressed the travelers is best described by 
M. Du Chaillu, who was interviewed by a 
Toes reporter immediately after his return 
las; evening. “The entire island,” said 

. Du Chaillu, ‘reminded me _ strongly 
of Lapland, the land of the midday moon. There 
were at the point approached two large buildings 
aid several smaller ones. The nearest of the large 
beil<ciings was about a hundred feet long, two 
Btori es high, and faced the beach. It was a long, 
low,. rakish, piraticai-looking building. There were 
bhutan beings dressed very much like ourselyes 
wal] king upon the veranda that ran avross the en- 
tires front of the building. About a hundred feet 
sotith of this building, and connected with it by an 
ar«:-hed rustic bridge, was anotner itarge building, 
thes main part of it being one story high. The 
front part, however, was two stories high, and 
pver this was reared a tall tower 50 feet 
high, and in the tower was aclock. There was a 
substantial pier at the water’s edge, ané not far 
away were two flag-statfs, from which floated not 
less than 200 flazs—the emblems of all nations. 
Our approach made some stir on shore, and one of 
the islanders ran’ rapialy down to the beach and 
besgan to load and prime a large brass cannon, 
which we had not before seen. This alarmed us 
e:tceedingly, and we cried out to the persons on 
Bore that our intentions were peaceable. Lanes 
paid no attention to us, but continued to wor 
with the gun, and four large dogs came down to 
the beach, pawing the sand as if they were in haste 
to te.arus to pieces. Our expressions of friend- 
ship having been ignored, we were in doubt what 
to do, when a shot wa# fired at us. It went harm- 
Jess ly over our heads, but it reminded us again 
thz.t our lives were in dunger. I had never before 
8D proached a hostile coast. Dr. Hammond waved 
® large white handkerchief, the only one on board, 
bJid a person clad ina naval suit, with brass but- 
tons, who by this time stood upon the pier, beck- 
yned to us to approaeh. When the boat was near- 

iy up to the wharf we heard the sounds of martial 
music; and presently a band appeared and 
marched down the pier, followed by a military 
guard, armed totheteeth. This did not, as you 
may readily imagine, tend to allay our apprehen- 
tions. But the naval officer beckoned us againto 
approach, and we ventured to land. 

“'The instant we set foot upon shore,”? M. Du 
Chaillu continued, ‘‘ we found ourselves in the 
bands of two uniformed officers, On the hat-band 
of one of them were the words, * Customs officer,” 
and on the other “ Coroner.” The soldiers crossed 
their muskets across the pier, as if to impede our 
penne. We were compelled to surrender all our 
uggage and were then allowed to pass up the pier, 
pne by one. Nota word was spoken. Weendeav- 
pred to communicate with the natives by signs, 
but were not successful. We also offered them 
a store of beads and trinkets, which we 
had taken along, but they refused to take them. 
With the military escort bringing up the rear, we 
were marched to the front piazza, which at the 
middle of the house ran entirely through the build- 
ing in a sort of arcade. The natives were evi- 
dently sufficiently civilized to wash their clothes, 
for there, on a stool in the middle of this arcade 
and immediately under a huge Chinese lantern, 
atood a wash-tub half filled. A clothes-wringer 
ros fastened to its side, and half-way through the 
Wringer was run a five towel. The uniformed 
pficer stationed himself behind the tub and looked 
wquiringly at us.” 

This narrative of the tanding, by M. Du Chaillu, 
was ably supplemented by an Interview with Mr. 
Frederick Mather, who, the entire party said, was 
best abie to tell the tale of the tub. ‘We werea 
littie afraid of it,’ said Mr. Mather. ** They might 
ve intending to scald us. But they dipped a liquid 
from the tub, poured it into glasses, and invited us 
to drink. Perhaps they desired to poison us. The 
liquid was of 4 delicate hue and smelled good. I 
ventured to taste it, and, as sure as I’m a United 
Btates Fish Commissioner, it was claret punch! 
And as good punch too, as ever was made. I1im- 
mediately recognized in the natives men and 
brothers. He who can make a good claret punch, 
jet bims what language he may, is my friend. 
Wedrank. InJessthan half an hour we felt per- 
fectly at home with these men who had been per- 
Ject strangers to us.” 

The discovery of the language spoken by the 
patives was described by Dr. Hammond, “I 


noticed,” said the Doctor, “that their cranial de- 
velopment was good. They had high foreheads 
and intelligent faces, and were evidently thinking, 
reasoning creatures. I was satisfied that their

* Imagine my surprise, and the surprise and de- 
light of the entire party, when he answered me in 
excellent English: 

“*You bet I will!’ 

“The discovery that our language was also theirs 
was a new bond of friendship between us. They 
insisted that the two big houses and all the little 
buildings were ours—that the entire island be- 
longed to us. They overwhelmed us. ‘You can- 
not possibly leave the island to-night,’ said the 
commander, ‘for at dusk a dangerous current 
from the Guif Stream sets in, and the passage to 
the mainland is impracticable. You must stay on 
the island till morning, when navigation will once 
more be safe.’” 

It was at this point that the series of remarkable 
coincidences began. Dr. Hammond was so much 
overcome in thinking about them that Mr. Black- 
ford had to be applied to to continue the narrative. 

“IT told him,” said Mr. Blackford, “that it was 
impossible for us all to stay, as there were 26 men 
in our party, ‘Twenty-six!’ exclaimed ‘the com- 
mander, ‘how curious, I have exactly 26 bed- 
rooms, SO that settles the sleeping. As to the eat- 
ing, I will see what my cook can do.’ He ranga 
small gong, and presently the cook appeared—a 
cc plump cook, in asnowy-white cap. ‘About 

ow many strangers could you dine _ to- 
day, Mr. Cook? the commander asked 
him. ‘Well, I should think about 25 or 26, 
without any difficulty,’ the cook replied. So that, 
of course, settled the dinner difficulty. In short, in 
a few minuies it was settled that we were to stay 
all night; and we were lords and masters of the 
newly discovered island and convinced that its in- 
habitants were the most hospitable people in the 
world.” Mr. Blackford was here _ unavoidedly 
called away. and the Hon. John H. Starin was 
sought by the reporter and was soon found. He at 
first declined to have anything whatever to say 
declaring that the newspapers had misrepresented

icitation Mr. Starin consented to give _—, 
tion of the dwelling of these newly found people 
and of a night spent on their island. 

“We were stiil gathered about the tub of claret 
punch,” said Mr, Starin, “when it was diseovered 
that we visitors were nearly all members of the 
Ichthyophagous Club.

Indeed, there was an 
open wood fire in almost every room, The walls 
of the armory were hung about with swords, 
muskets, and accoutrements. On a great mahog- 
any sideboard, stood a mammoth box of cigars and 
another large box filled with pipes and tobacco. 
Somebody opened a door and disclosed a closet 
filled from top to bottom with fishing-tackle. Ina 
drawer of the sideboard were many packs of cards, 
There were also, I regret to say, improper imple- 
ments made of ivory called poker chips. One of 
my younger children was along, and I felt uneasy, 
but he resisted the temptation. They told us that 
dinner would be ready at 8, and the interval was 
spent all over both buildings, and very largely in 
the coziest of little parlors, where another wood 
fire made things cheerful, where cigars stood about 
in cases, and where everything was the perfection 
of comfort. Dr. Hammond entertained us there 
with remarks about Guiteau, saying he was crazy, 
but still ought to be hanged, (that is, Guiteau—not 
Dr. Hammond,) forthe protection of society, just 
as we shoot a mad dog. I will not,’’said Mr. Starin, 
“attempt to describe the dinner. It began at 8 in 
the evening and lasted till 2 the next morning. Yes, 
there were many kinds of wine, and i declare I 
never came so near being tempted to drink intoxi- 
cating liquors in my life. After dinner Werrenrath 
and several others sang for us, we had instrumental 
music, and then went to bed.” 

Another of the scientists, who would not consent 
to the mention of his name, gave a somewhat dif- 
ferent account of the winding up of the night. 

“Tne dinner,” said he, “‘was as fine as Del- 
monico could have spread, though it was out on 
that desert island. The islanders have one of the 
finest cellections of rare china and tableware that 
ITever sat downto. After the singing most of the 
party went to the card-room and played some for- 
eign game that I think they called penny-aunty. 
While they were playing, the well-drilled fire 
brigade filed into the room to see that everything 
was safe. A few minutes afterward the cook 
appeared, bearing upon his head a pan 3 
feet by 2, in which was an immense cocoa- 
nut pie, which the players were compelled 
to eat. The pie was washed down with beer; and, 
soon afterward, bottles of brandy, whisky, and gin 
were produced. It was impossible to-rest in any 
one spot for 10 minutes without being compelled to 
eat, drink, and smoke something. When the card- 
playing broke up, at 4 o’clock, some of the players 
took a fancy for a moonlight stroll on the beach. 
There they found an immense ‘goose fish,’ weigh- 
ing about 50 pounds, washed up on the shore. They 
dragged this slimv monster tothe house, carried 
him up stairs, and let his fragrance perfume as 
many of the bedrooms as they could get into. 
One of these marauders was repaid tor his 
pranks, however, by finding a plaster cast 
representing a colored woman dressed in a calico 
gown, snugly ensconsed in his bed when he was 
ready to retire. His modesty was so shocked by 
this discovery that he refused to sleep in the house, 
and spent the remainder of the night (the sun was 
just coming up) in the cock-pit of the cat-boat, not 
forgetting to supply himself with several bottles of 
champagne in case of sudden illness. The planta- 
tion bell awoke the entirg party at 6 o’clock 
and they soon sat down to a breakfast of broiled 
chicken, sweetbreads, steaks and chops, delicious 
coffee, muffins, and strawberries, ail eaten in the 
handsomely finished dining-room before a roaring 
wood fire that did not feel at all uncomfortable 
onachilly morning. The scientists were then at 
8 o’clock compelled to undergo another examina- 
tion at the hands of the Customs officers before 
they were permitted to set sail. They bad found 
inthe mysterious islanders such hostsand such 
princely entertainers as one meets perhaps two 
or three times in a life-time. They had eaten 
their dinner. drank their wine, played poker 
with them, smoked their cigars, enjoyed 
their jolly companionship, slept in their com- 
fortable beds, had eaten their capital break- 
fast, smoked more of their cigars, listened 
to their music, and were at last going home very 
reluctantly, but full of the hope of soon discover- 
ing another desert island. They had done much, 
too. for the noble cause of science. Fy A had dis- 
covered a valuable specimen of the fish known as 
the Loaferanus Americanus, or great American 
loafer, and they had demonstrated the fact that 
the inhabitants of the new Island were neither can- 
nibals nor Tartars, but the most rational, reasona- 
ble, and hospitable of civilized beings. 

When Mr. Henry Havemeyer invited the mem- 
bers of the Ichthyophagous Club to pay an early 
Spring visit to his unique and charming sea-side 
residence at Havemeyer Point, on Cap Tree Island, 
he was not ignorant of the capacity of the distin- 
guished gentlemen. He laid in meat and drink 
enough to load and float a schooner; and the fish- 
eaters did the noblest kird of justice to it. To 
imagine just such a delightful and free-from-care 
place as a City man would rejoice to spend the hot 
weather in, with every comfort, every luxury, and 
not the faintest suspicion of a dress coat or a white 
tie, is to conjure upa picture of Mr. Havemeyer’s 
sea-side home at Havemeyer Point. It is so utterly 
unlike any other house in the world—so full of 
cboice things and pleasant surprises—that to give 
even an inadequate description of it would more 
than double the length of this plain recital of fact.

CHARLES J. GUITEAU’S SISTER. 


AN ALLEGATION BY HER HUSBAND THAT 
SHE IS OF UNSOUND MIND. 

When Mrs. Frances M. Scoville, the sister of 
Charles J. Guiteau, appeared on the stage of the 
Criterion Theatre on Sunday night and announced 
that she would not deliver ths lecture she had 
intended to, it was evident that she was greatly 
agitated. It now appears that she had been 
evading her husband, George Scoville, former 
counsel for her brother, for some time, 
and that a meeting with him on the street, 
shortly before she arrived at the theatre, was the 


cause of her distress. At that meeting Mr. Sco- 
ville asked his wife to return to him, and charged 
her brother, John Wilson Guiteau, with inducing 
her to stay away from him. She promised to meet 
him when she returned to the Astor House. 
She did not do so, however, and on Mon- 
day evening Mr. Scoville, through his attor- 
ney, obtained from Judge Donohue a writ 
of habeas corpus commanding John W. 
Guiteau to produce her in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday morning. The petition of Mr. 
Scoville sets forth that his wite was illegally re- 
strainea by her brother, John W. Guiteau; that her 
mind was disturbed by her pbrether’s condition; 
that this mental disturbance was being increased 
by persons who sought to make use of her for pur- 
= of gain and notoriety; and that in view of 

er mental condition she should have the care 
which he alone could give her. 

Mr. Guiteau made a return tothe writ before 
Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, yes- 
terday, denying that he restrained Mrs. Scoville or 
knew where she was. Mr. Scoville traversed the 
return by putting in a long affidavit again assert- 
ing that hid wife was restrained by her brother. 
Judge Donohue ordered testimony to be taken 
upon the disputed point. 
that on last Sunday night John W. Guiteau 
toid him he could not see his wife, as he (Guiteau) 
had heard that he intended to put her into a 
lunatic asylum. Guiteau also told him he would 
resist all attempts to show that insanity existed in 
the Guiteau family, Objection having been raised 
to the evidence offered, the examination was ad- 
journed until this morning, when Judge Donohue 
will be asked to pass upon the objections. Mr. 
Scoville presented copies of two telegrams received 
by him in Chicago from Guiteau, in this City, an- 
nouncing that Mrs. Scoville and her daughter were 
here and that he (Guiteau) was surprised at the 
former's ‘‘revelations,’’ Mr. Guiteau declined to 
tell a Times reporter what the nature of the 
**revelations’” was, but exhibited a telegram 
be had sent Mr. Scoville and which the 
latter had failed to offer in evidence. 
This telegram ran: “Letter received. Go ahead 
and prove to the world that you are a fraud anda 
fool.” Mr. Scoville also stated that his wife had 
been misled by two men named Earlie and Run- 
nals, who, taking advantage of her weakened 
mind, had induced her to believe she could make 
money to help her brother by lecturing and writing 
for the press. He also gave a clue to the “revela- 
tions” spoken ef in his brother-in-law’s telegram 
by saying that before she left Chicago his wife had 
prepared a complaint in a suit for divorce, charg- 
ing him with infidelity to her, implicating several 
estimable ladies. This complaint she did not file, 
however. He took this fact to be evidence that she 
is not in her right mind. 

Mr. Brockway, proprietor of the Ashland House, 
says neither Mrs. Scoville nor her daughter have at 
any time been guests at his house, and that there 
has not been lately and is not now any lady or 
child stopping at the hotel answering their descrip- 
tions. Mr. Scoville called on him at noon yester- 
day and insisted that his wife and child were in the 
hotel, and went away quite dissatisfied and doubt- 
ing when finally told they were not there. 


THE GRAIN TRADE. 


—_—--_~>—_—_—-. 
MEMBERS VIOLATING THE RULES—A DEMAND 
FOR REFORM, 


Another move was made yesterday at the 
Produce Exchange looking to the more rigid in- 
forcement of Rule No. 18 of the grain trade. In 
that rule it is provided that ‘* no time or option 
trade shall be made by members of the Exchange 
before 10 o'clock A. M. or after 4 0’clock P. M.” 
But the rule has long been ignored and operations 
in direct violation of it are carried on openly every 
business day of the year, not infrequently on the 
very floors of the Exchange and constantly upon 
the curbstones in the immediately adjacent streets. 
It is an everyday occurrence for members of the 
Exchange to continue their active trading far into 
the evening, “as long,” said one disgusted gentle- 
man yesterday, “as they can see to make figures 
on paper or a neighboring saloon remains open to 
supply necessary beer.”’ Many efforts have been 
made by prominent members of the Exchange to 
bring about a change in this condition of things, 
but failure resulted from every attempt. The ob- 
jectionable features of the operations in opposi- 
tion to the rule are declared to be many, not 
least among which is the exceeding “long hours” 
it forces upon a dealer for his day’s work, keep- 
ing him continuously employed, and that active- 
ly from before the opening morning call until dark 
it deprives him of an opportunity to devote 
required attention to office duties, unsettling not 
only his personal matters, but making it almost 
absolutely impossible for his clerks to perform their 
work, keep their records, and balance accounts for 
the day In anything akin to a satisfactory manner 
so far as promptness goes. But so long as one 
member remains upon the curbstone and finds a 
customer it becomes necessary that others shall do 
as he does. The grain trade has long desired a 
change, being virtually unanimous in the demand 
for the rigid enforcement of the rule limiting trad- 
ing to the hours intervening between 10 o'clock A.

CHEESE TRADE RULES ALTERED. 
The members of the cheese trade of the 
Produce Exchange decided yesterday to bring 
about changes in certain features of their dealings 
with the dairymen. As at present conducted pur- 
chases of cheese are usually made from the “com- 
binations” at auctions, the New-York houses being 


represented at the public sale by agents. As soon 
asthe sale isconcluded the seller issues a sight 
draft on the New-York buyer for the full amount 
ot the purchase money. These drafts are always 
horored, having the authorization of a long pre- 
vailing custom. But, nevertheless, this man- 
ner of doing business has involved the trade in 
many difficulties, for however careful and active 
the country agent may be there must needs be 
times when short weight and inferior qualities in 
certain productions wil! escape his detection. And 
very frequently there is much trouble attending 
efforts made to recover these “ back claims,” the 
dairyman or the “combination” setting up the de- 
fense that accounts have been closed by the aecep- 
tance of the sight draft. The urgent demand for 
areform in this direction has long been felt, and 
yesterday the receivers of cheese met to consider 
the matter and devise means for carrying out the 
requirements of the trade. Mr. M. Folsom pre- 
sided and Mr. T. F. Shields, of George S. Hart & 
Co., was Secretary. It was unanimously resolved 
that hereafter on all purchases of cheese made in 
the country a margin of 5 per cent. must be left 
uncollected, as by invotce figures, to satisfy any 
provable claims for rebate eat within a fort- 
night from the date of delivery. The resolution 
was sent to the Board of Managers of the Produce 
Exchange, with the request that it be embodied 
forthwith in the rules governing the cheese trade.
